On “sale” is Ironstone dinnerware, 
jars, crocks, lamps, clocks, thread, 
buttons and other things found on 
the shelves seventy years ago. There 
is also the early talking machines 
and a roller organ. Unused high 
button shoes in most sizes amuse 
the children as does the old telephone 
and large coffee grinder. Behind the 
counter are the coffee and cracker 
barrels. 


Seasonal changes are made in the 
merchandise. Straw hats replace the 
winter time furs and felts. Appro- 
priate old post cards are displayed 
prior to the various holidays. 


Many school children visit the ex- 
hibit as it brings to life parts of 
their school book “Engine Whistles,” 
used in many of the country’s public 
schools. 


Antiques have been used for dis- 
play purposes at Aurora Savings for 
many years. Each month a large 
post card showing some early Aurora 
scene is mailed out to over 30,000 
friends and customers. This has 
proven to be a fine direct mail ad- 
vertising piece.

A lawyer by profession at the on- 
set of his adult life, Sobinoff then 
showed few signs of earning the 
idealistic title of “Poet of Song,” oth- 
er than being vocally gifted, and of 
pleasing the audiences wherever he 
happened to sing. This he did more 
for his own pleasure than for what- 
ever remuneration he received. 

In fact, he was not the only mu- 
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sically inclined child of Vitaly Vas- 
silievitch Sobinoff and his wife, Aka- 
terina Feodorovna. Leonid’s brother, 
Sergei, also had a tenor voice, and 
he, too, was destined for opera. But 
his less outstanding endowments car- 
ried him only through a modest ca- 
reer, while Leonid’s conspicuous tal- 
ents won him the tenor’s regal man- 
tle of the contemporary Russian Im- 
perial Opera, 

Born in Yaroslavl, on the river 
Volga, May 26, 1872, Sobinoff studied 
law and singing at the same time. He 
became a successful attorney, only to 
discover that it was singing he was 
really interested in. A complete dedi- 
cation to the vocal art followed, with 
a switch from the class of the tenor 
Dodonoff to that of Santagano-Gort- 
chakova, at the Moscow Philharmonic 
School. 

After a small beginning in an Ita- 
lian troupe as a comprimario, dis- 
guised as either “Sobonni” or Sobin- 
ni,” he finally made his début at 
the Bolshoy Imperial of Moscow, as 
Prince Sinodal in Rubinstein’s “The 
Demon,” on April 24, 1897. The rest 
is history: idolized at both the St. 
Petersburg and Moscow ‘Imperials 
and throughout the Russian Empire, 
he triumphed at La Scala, in Monte 
Carlo, and in Madrid, with casts com- 
posed of celebrities such a3 Storchio, 
Ruffo, and Chaliapin, among others. 

Sobinoff’s repertoire numbered some 
200 classical songs and over 40 oper- 
atic roles. Among them were those 
of Ernesto, Fra Diavolo, Alfredo, Des 
Grieux, Fenton, Romeo, the Duke 
(“Rigoletto”), Faust (‘“Mefistofele” 
and “Faust”), Vladimir (‘Prince 
Igor”), Fabiy (Simon’s “Song of 
Love Triumphant”), Yang (Auber’s 
“Cheval de Bronze”), Andrei (Mazep- 
pa), Vagoa (Seroff’s “Judith”’), Mu- 
ri.{Cui’s “Mandarin’s Son”), Dmitri 
(“Boris.Godounoff’”’) , Gerald, Cavara- 
dossi, ‘Orfeo’ Rodolfo, Geoffroy Ru- 
del (Bleichmann’s “Dream  Prin- 
cess”). Also, of course, he had the 
role of Lensky in “Eugene Onegin”, 
in which his supremacy was undis- 
puted. 

After a long and fruitful career, 
Leonid Sobinoff died in Riga, on Oc- 
tober 14, 1934. 

The recordings on R19 are rep- 
resentative of the celebrated Russian 
tenor, for among them are some of 
his, best discs of both the earlier and 
later periods, All the care given to 
the pitch observance did not pre- 
vent two slips; mitigated by good ex- 
cuses for their raison d’étre, but 
nevertheless slips which alter the ar- 
tist‘s voice. 

The first is found in the “Raphael” 
excerpt. The key Arensky assigned 
to this waltz-song is C Minor, but 
the reproduction is a half-tone high- 
er. The extreme difficulty in secur- 
ing the music of “Raphael” was un- 
doubtedly responsible for this error. 

The second occurs in the “Pearl 
Fishers” solo. Of course, A Minor 
here is in perfect accordance with the 
score; but what tenor known to us 
sang this piece in the original key? 
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FRANCES ALDA as Marguerite in 
“Faust” (A favorite on the Air Force’s 
“Great Vocal Rarities” Program) 





Perhaps Gayarré, the model Nadir, 
did—but Sobinoff, according to all in- 
dications, lowered it one half-tone,. as 
is the prevailing custom.

MORE ABOUT 
CHARLES D’ALMAINE 


By JIM WALSH 


When a series of articles relating 
the life story of the eminent violin- 
ist, Charles D’Almaine, appeared in 
the November and December, 1957, 
and January, 1958, HOBBIES, it was 
mentioned that the late Mr. D’Al- 
maine was a talented artist and that 
one of his oil paintings, “The Old 
Salt,” hung in the home of his sister- 
in-law, Miss Lillian Berry, of Chi- 
cago. It was also mentioned that 
Miss Berry cherished excellent pho- 
tographs of Mr. and Mrs. D’Almaine. 
Miss Berry has kindly allowed copies 
to be made, and it is a pleasure to 
reproduce the photographs and the 
painting (see page 32). 

The D’Almaine series came to the 
attention of Mr. Harry D’Almaine, 
of Chicago, who has long been in- 
terested in obtaining additional facts 
about his illustrious namesake and 
probable kinsman. His letter seems 
to me so valuable in the first-hand 
light it casts upon Charles D’AI- 
maine that I feel I must share the 
greater part with HOBBIES readers: 


Dear Mr. Walsh: Your extremely in- 
teresting article in HOBBIES Maga- 
zine on Charles D’Almaine was brought 
to my attention by Mrs. Eric Charles 
D’Almaine, wife of my second cousin. 
She is a professor at Bowling Green 
State University, Bowling Green, Ohio. 
Thelma is well aware of my keen in- 
terest in the history of the D’Almaines, 
as a result of which I apparently have 
the most complete and accurate record

that exists. It is not in fact complete 
and there are gaps that need filling in; 
nevertheless, I have not been able to 
find here or in England anything 
better. There is no question that any- 
one with our name is a member of 
the same family. 

I dare say I was about ten years old 
when I first heard about Charles. That 
was in 1911. My eldest sister, who was 
22 at the time, was visiting some 
friends and they had some records made 
by Charles. They asked her if he was 
any relative. ... When.she asked my 
father who Charles ,was, my father 
also was unable to locate him on the 
family tree. I remember the incident 
very well. We were all so excited to 
have found another D’ Almaine in Amer- 
it at 
In 1922 .I went to New York. One 
of the things that was uppermost in 
my mind was to visit Charles. It was 
shortly after lunch that I went to the 
Metropolitan Opera House. Somewhere 
we had acquired the knowledge that 
he was first violinist of the. Met. 

Being:unfamiliar with the building, 
I first appreached the doorman. He 
took me inside to a similarly uniformed 
individual, who - as it seems to me 
now - must have been the elevator 
starter. We stood in a not too wide 
corridor just inside the outer doorway. 
This party remembered Charles and 
said that Charles had left the Met “a 
couple of years ago.’’ He said that 
Charles had married a chiropractor and 
had taken it up himself and they were 
in business in Newark. 

I was shocked at this news for sev- 
eral reasons. First, my family had been 
manufacturers, stockbrokers and bank- 
ers, and artists with. a couple of 
ministers thrown in. They had been 
leaders in their chosen professions. 
Only in the case of my grandfather, 
who gave up banking in England for 
portrait painting in America and 
achieved wealth and considerable ac- 
claim had there been any abandonment 
of an original profession. And to be 
honest, if, as you said in your article, 
the name D’Almaine seemed the per- 
fect one for a violinist, it seemed less 
than perfect for a chiropractor. 

I caught the next train for Newark. 
. . . Leaving the train, I went directly 
to a telephone booth and looked up 
“D’Almaine.’”’ Sure enough, there it 
was: “D’Almaine & D’Almaine, chiro- 
practors.’”’ And most astonishing of all, 
they were right upstairs. Right over 
my head. I walked out onto the side- 
walk and, standing at the curb, looked 
up. In a golden arc the letters about 
three inches high repeated the inform- 
ation in the telephone book. 

Proceeding upstairs, I found myself in 
the first room of what appeared to 
be a two or three-room suite. I recall 
that the room I was in had a couch 
on the left-hand side. Charles appeared. 
Naturally, he must have been tremend- 
ously surprised. That probably accounts 
for his not asking me to sit down. 
During the half hour I was there we 
stood about the couch. 

Charles appeared to me about 55 
years old. Actually, I know now that

he was 51. He was a little shorter than 
I, possibly five feet eight or nine, 
portly, with iron-gray hair brushed 
straight back. He was clean shaven. 

He did not know much about ihis an- 
cestry. He attached no importance to 
the name. He did not know of any 
relatives of that name. I was burning 
with curiosity to know why he gave 
up the glamour of the Met for the 
obscurity of a chiropractor’s office in 
Newark. 

He told me that both his father and 
his mother were in theatricals. When 
he was about six years old he had a 
violin put in his hands—‘‘and I was 
made to fiddle.’”’ His parents traveled 
a good deal, much of it in France. He 
had harbored all these years a smol- 
dering resentment at the trap that 
Fate held him in. And when his op- 
portunity for freedom came he took 
it. I can understand this in theory, but 
it will always remain difficult to com- 
prehend how one could rise so high 
while having such an attitude. 

He said he was born in London. We 
discussed the subject of chiropractic. 
He offered t& give me a treatment, 
which I declined. I did not meet Mrs. 
D'’Almaine. And that was about the 
end of the interview. ... I never saw 
him again. ... 

In 1945 I was on business in New 
York City and having occasion to 
visit Philadelphia. I stopped at 
RCA Victor and spoke to Ed Forman. 
They had no history of Charles as a 
matter of record. They had none of his 
recordings and the master records had 
been destroyed. I did obtain from them 
a list of the recordings he made. . . 
I never represented myself as Charles’ 
son. Mr. Forman was mistaken on that 
point. I did say, of, course, that we 
were related in some way... 

Or July 14, 1947, I wrote to Frank 
Cc. Berry in Chicago and received “in 
reply a letter from Miss Berry. She 
said Charles’ violin was sold, as he had 
requested, and the proceeds went to 
the Red Cross. Some pupil at a musical 
school in Chicago got it. : 

From my family records it is quite 
certain that Charles was not a son of 
Thomas D’Almaine, baptized May 22, 
1776, and who died about 1860 to 1866. 
Thomes founded the firm of Thomas 
D’Almaine & McKinley, later called 
Thomas D’Almaine & Company, 76 
City Road, E. C. 1, London. Thomas 
died without issue. They manufactured 
pianos and the firm was listed in the 
— directory for 130 years, until 
1935. 

Thomas had an older brother, George, 
and a younger brother, William, who 
both had numerous children with many 


descendants to the present day. The 
record of the period when Charles 
was born is incomplete and it is pos- 
sible that he was of the fourth gen- 
eration from George or William — 
which would make him my fourth 
cousin. . . 

A further comment on Miss Berry’s 
thinking that Charles’ mother was 
French. Just when the D’Almaines left 
France for England I cannot say. The 
earliest date I have is 1787, when my 
great-great-grandfather was born in 
England. In any event it perhaps is 
- not surprising that a number of French 
wives pop up in the record. Most 
cordially yours, HARRY D’ALMAINE. 


TAURINO PARVIS 


More information also has come 
to light concerning the Italian bari- 
tone, Taurino Parvis, who was the 
subject of articles in the July and 
August, 1956, HOBBIES. I am sorry 
to say I have learned of this fine 
artist’s death. My colleague, Aida 
Favia-Artsay, some time ago sent 
me a clipping from the “Gazzetta 
del Popolo,”’ a newspaper published 
in Parvis’ native city of Torino, giv- 
ing the sad news that Parvis had 
died in Barcelona, Spain, May 9, 
1957. It also gives the surprising 
information that he was the step- 
father of Roberto Rossellini, the 
Italian movie director who until re- 
cently was married to Ingrid Berg- 
man. Following is Aida’s transla- 
tion of the article: 


Taurino Parvis, a noted baritone, 
died yesterday in Barcelona, where he 
resided for some time. Taurino.Parvis 
was born in Torino on September 15, 
1879. In our city he graduated in law, 
but later he followed his deep voca- 
tion, dedicating himself to music, for 
which he had always shown tempera- 
ment and geniality. 

When very young, he began at the 
Theatre Chiarella, with Burzio in ‘La 
Favorita,” and at the Vittorio, with 
Carmen Melis, in other operas. This 
was the onset of his success. 

In 1927 he was called to the Regio 
(this opera house is in Torino; I be- 
lieve both the previous ones are there, 
too—Aida) where, favored by the pub- 
lic and the critics, he sang in “Fal- 
staff.’’ Successively, he was at La

The second annual convention of 
the Mechanical Bank Collectors of 
America was held Saturday, Septem- 
ber 19, 1959, at the Edgewood Coun- 
try Club in Pittsburgh, Pa. The club 
is scenically located in the Eastern 
suburban section of Pittsburgh. 


The day’s program got under way 
around noon time with a registration 
and social hour, The convention was 
then called to order and F. L. Ball 
gave an entertaining talk on his ex- 
periences in collecting and dealing in 
mechanical banks. Naturally, Mr. Ball 
is well qualified to discuss this sub- 
ject as he is one of the pioneers in 
this field. His talk was interesting 
and enlightening and everyone pres- 
ent enjoyed it. Mr. Ball’s talk was 
followed by another social period and 
the serving of light sandwiches and 
refreshments. Mark Haber was the 
next speaker on the agenda and his 
talk had to do with mechanical banks 
that reflect historical significance, Mr. 
Haber used his usual thorough pre- 
cise approach to the subject and his 
presentation was well received by 
the members present. 


Following Mr. Haber’s talk a short 
business meeting was held and the 
new by-laws as drawn up by E. T. 
Richards were distributed to the 
group. Also several committees were 
appointed to further the interests of 
the organization, The afternoon ses- 
sion was then terminated. 


It might be well to mention at this 
point that some of the dealer mem- 
bers brought along some mechanical 
banks to sell and these were nicely 
displayed on provided tables. Those 
bringing banks to sell were Frank L. 
Ball, David Hollander, and Mark Ha- 
ber. A high point of this phase of the 
convention was the purchase of the 
Darky Fisherman Bank by Mrs. Mary 
Gerken from Mr. Hollander. A 
number of mechanical banks were sold 
by each of the dealer members pres- 
ent and they are to be commended 
for the quality and variety of the 
items they had for sale. 


The evening session started with a 
cocktail hour followed by the formal 
evening banquet.

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MY DOLL HOUSE, 
MY PEOPLE, 
AND THEIR WORLD 
OF TINY THINGS 


By ANN HALLOCK CURRIE-BELL 


At five o’clock on Christmas morn- 
ing, 1903, when I was going on seven, 
the most ecstatic moment of my child- 
hood occurred. My Mother told me to 
head our small procession to the 
front parlor. 

Stepping into that lamp-lighted 
room, I forgot to breathe. Close to 
the Christmas tree was a stack of 
four real little rooms, one above the 
other. 

Aunt Lucy had made them of wood- 
en soap boxes. Open across the front, 
each room had a cut-out window at 
back with curtains of dimity, dotted 
Swiss, or lace. 

Part of the furniture and all of 
the dolls’ clothing were hand-made, 
Wallpaper covered the rooms. Some 
ceilings had a central decoration. 
From her art catalogs Aunt Lucy had 
cut pictures—Watteau, Romney, Rey- 
nolds, These she pasted on the walls. 

Thus began my 24-room doll house. 

That Christmas my house had three 
dolls “living” in it: My man, Mr. 
John Sherman; his wife, My Lady, 
(Mrs. John), Marie Lloyd Sherman, 
both of bisque with movable arms and 
legs; and Aunt Dinah, a china doll. 

I peered into the Kitchen (bottom, 
first row, left side). Aunt Dinah was 
brush-brooming around the iron stove. 
See the pots, pail, and iron kettles, 
the lamp, carpet sweeper, and the 
kitchen table holding dishes of food, 
and the dinner bell. 

In the lovely red Dining Room just 
above, Myrtle, the maid, stood at the 
cupboard, aproned, ready to serve the 
table with its snowy cloth, blue and 
white cups and saucers, plates, tea- 
pot, and cream and sugar of English 
ware. Those first chairs, decorated 
by Aunt Lucy’s burnt wood pencil, 
have been replaced. I added the tiny 
high chair, radiator, and pedestal ta- 
ble with its ornate pitcher and gob- 
lets. 

On the third floor was the Green 
Parlor. There I first saw Mr. Sher- 
man, resting on a tapestry covered 
couch, Now this room is the Silver 
Guest Room, locally famous for its

pair of tiny scissors that actually 
open and shut. 

Here now is Barbara Flora Harri- 
man, grandchild of the Shermans, 
playing “dress up” with her Grand- 
mother’s white satin and lace wed- 
ding gown. Here are tiny, precious 
furnishings—ornate bed, lacy coun- 
terpane, rocker, and chaise-lounge, 
washbowl, pitcher and mirror, dress- 
ing table, and chair, and “framed 
paintings” on the wall. 


The Blue Bedroom, fourth floor, 
was, and is, Mrs. Sherman’s mother- 
to-be of Mr. Sherman’s six children. 
Blue matting covers the floor. The 
oak bedroom set, bought the first 
year, has a double bed with white 
counterpane and a pillow case with 
lace trimmings. The chest cf drawers 
makes Mrs. Sherman’s dressing ta- 
ble. Mr. Sherman keeps his clothing 
in the oak cabinet. 


There were “My People,’ named 
from The Little Colonel books, Of 
their children my favorite was Lloyd 
Sherman, the Little Colonel, a girl 
doll. 

On my 1905 March birthday anoth- 
er four-room section appeared. More- 
over a fifth floor over both sections 
made a Bath-room to the left, and 
Jefft’s Room to the right. (Jeff is the

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BUTTONS

Perhaps the Japanese gentleman of three centuries 
ago never thought of sewing pockets on his kimono- 
like outer garment. Perhaps he just didn’t like the idea 
of carrying things that way. In any event his lack of 
pockets necessitated a substistute, the gradual refine- 
ment of which established a new form of miniature art, 
known as netsukes, Among the few private collectors of 
these intricately-carved figurines is Mrs. Woodworth N. 
Murray of Greenbush, Mass. Living amidst lovely colo- 
nial heirlooms in a historically famous house—the Old 
Oaken Bucket Homestead, inspirational source of the 
rollicking old song—Mrs. Murray turns to her netsukes 
for a hobby in a different field. 

The Japanese solved his problem of carrying neces- 
sary small articles by fashioning a simple pouch with 
a drawstring. The string ran through a large bead or 
marble called an ojime which could be drawn up to 
keep the pouch closed. On the other end of the string 
was the netsuke, a small object that was pulled up in- 
side the belt or girdle of the garment and thus served 
as a fastener or anchor for the pouch 

There is evidence that the pouch was originally de- 
vised for the purpose of carrying flint and tinder. In 
time, however, it became modified to answer various 
needs of the owner, such as a container for money, med- 
icine or tobacco. The ultimate in beauty and service- 
ability was achieved in the inro. From its primary use 
as a compartmented medicine box the inro eventually 
developed into an all-purpose carrying case. Made usu- 
ally with four drawers, it provided a convenient method 
for keeping various items separated and easily acces- 
sible. For maximum strength and security it was de- 
signed so the drawstring could be pulled through a 
hole the entire length of one side, across the bottom 
and up the other side . 

There was thus a complete set of three standardized 
parts, the pouch or inro, the drawstring with ojime fast- 
ener, and the netsuke, It was natural that the artistic 
Japanese should soon begin to embellish and add dec- 
orative touches to this “outside pocket.” Equally nat- 
ural was the craving of wealthy persons to adorn them- 
selves with expensive accessories. In these factors was 
the potent germ of a new and important industrial art. 

Many of the exquisitely-fashioned inros were gold- 
lacquered and inlaid with precious or semi-precious stones. 
However, because of the constant handling and hard 
usage to which they were subjected they were apt be- 
fore long to become worn or scratched. The ojimes, 
though more durable, were too small to be accorded ex-

tensive artistic treatment. Greatest attention and in- 
genuity therefore were centered on the netsukes which 
were longer lasting, could be made of a wide variety 
of materials and were adaptable to the full range of 
individualistic treatment. So, reacting to the old law of 
supply and demand, the new type of art developed and 
flourished for 200 years, with the netsuke its very core 
and raison d’etre, 

The carver and craftsman in this field found himself 
hedged in with certain strict limitations. Because the net- 
suke must be slipped up between the wearer’s garment 
and girdle it had to be kept small its greatest dimen- 
sion usually less than an inch and a half. There could 
be no rough edges, sharp angles or projecting designs, 
the whole thing presenting only smooth surfaces that 
would not tear a garment. Furthermore, the netsuke, 
like jewelry, was a thing to be admired and examined 
by handling as well as while being worn, consequently 
the base was almost invariably flat enough so it could 
stand upright on a table. 

While it was being worn, the back of a netsuke could 
not be seen and was also constantly rubbing against the 
wearer’s garment. For these reasons it was more flat- 
tened than the front but carried just about as much or- 
namentation. The curving hole through which the draw- 
string was run had to be bored directly into the net- 
suke, as the dangling weight of the pouch imposed con- 
siderable strain and any superimposed hole-devices that 
might be glued or otherwise fastened on would sooner 
or later give way. Finally, the material must be strong 
and durable while at the same time yielding to the al- 
most microscopic treatment of the carver’s tools. All 
these restrictions posed a sharp challenge but it was 
ably answered by the Japanese artist and craftsman. 

The flowering years of the netsuke began about the 
middle of the 17th century. At first it was a sideline 
product of such artisans as mask-makers and sculp- 
tors of Buddhist images. Then the rapidly spreading 
use of tobacco created an enormous demand for to- 
bacco pouches, with the corollary need for netsukes. 
Vast numbers of inferior quality were produced but 
along with them were many fine specimens for people 
who could afford them. Part time workers began to de- 
vote all their attention to the article, and famous artists 
were attracted to the field as it grew more lucrative. 

The new art was happily free of traditional shackles. 
It developed so fast that there were no established de- 
signs, no stereotypes. Each netsuke like the rug of the 
Navaho Indian, was an individual creation and the 
only limitations imposed on the creator were those in- 
herent in the article itself. Subject matter was as un- 
bounded as the earth, sea and sky—plus a lively and un- 
restrained imagination. Herein lies one delight in col- 
lecting netsukes. Each is unlike any other and in each 
are found manifold facets of interest. Animals, birds 
and fishes, both real and legendary. Gods and demons 
and grotesque supernatural beings. Arabesque flowers 
and trees, gardens and houses. You name it, they 
made it. 

Such examples as the following are to be found in 
Mrs. Murray’s collection: 

Nine masks, each facing outward and so arranged 
as to look like an empty, open-work basket. Masks were 
always worn by actors, and as plays were popular 
the craft of mask making was a common one. This con- 
sequently became a favorite subject with netsuke carvers. 

A begging badger, holding out a bowl for alms. The 
badger was a sly chap who liked to change his appear- 
ance by dress or otherwise and go about impersonat- 
ing humans. 

A small building, probably a temple surrounded by 
bushes and covered with vines. 

Hoki, a folk-lore character, carrying a bag of tricks 
to fool people, In the bottom of this ivory netsuke is a

hole artfully fitted with a plug. It is said that precious 
stones or perhaps opium was smuggled in netsukes 
like this. . 

A carp, and also a mouse, both of which had certain 
religious meanings for the Japanese. 

On all these the carving is confined to the outer sur- 
face. Hollowed-out forms permitted workmanship on the 
inside as well. There were bowls with removable lids, 
boxes that opened up, cylindrical tubes that swung 
apart. On opening thege pieces the observer would find 
one or several figures or scenes, some with arabesque 
work of the utmost delicacy filling every bit of space. 
One such in the Murray collection represents a half- 
opened clamshell, with such a gossamer-like tracery 
inside that it would seem unable to withstand even 
casual handling, must less the wear and tear required 
of it. 

The wide diversity of raw materials used for netsukes 
is another reason for their fascination. Wood was the 
all around favorite, with many suitable varieties depend- 
ing on color, texture and other qualities desired. Some 
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Ivory netsuke with inlaid mother-of-pearl. Boy moistening end of 
string which he is preparing to tie around a turtle.

hardwood carvings were practically indestructible. On 
the other hand much use was made of certain less 
durable woods which acquired lovely lustre or tint through 
years of use. The same species of wood often varied in 
quality in different sections of the country so that 
name alone did not always determine the standard. Most 
favored were boxwood, ebony and cherry. 

Next in popularity after wood were ivory, horn and 
bone and here again there was much variation in qual- 
ity so that an expert was needed to make the best selec- 
tion, In the less costly category were netsukes of por- 
celain, metal alloys, peach stones, bamboo and others. 
Frequently two different materials were used, as a 
devil’s head in Mrs. Murray’s collection that is made 
of ivory but displays large, shiny metal teeth. And of 
course there was much inlay work, using such favorites 
as jade, mother-of-pearl, coral and dyed ivory. Some 
netsukes also were painted.

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Timely Spoons 


By SILVIO A. BEDIN1 


(Illustrated with examples from the 
well-known collection of Miss Jerry 
M. Garrett of Houston, Tex.) 

In addition to the measurement of 
time, clocks and watches have been 
successfully employed for another 
purpose—namely, as the subject of 
decoration and design of a variety of 
objects, from cocktail glasses and 
dishes to buttons and whiskey bot- 
tles. It is not surprising: therefore, 
to discover that timepieces have 


served effectively both as the subjects 
and as decorative motifs of souvenir 
spoons. 

Souvenir spoons were popularized 
in the United States just prior to 
the Columbian Exposition. The first 
examples were made for sale in 1888, 
and a timepiece was the motif of one 
of the first spoons produced, the Wal- 
tham watch spoon which is No. 5 
(left to right) in the illustration. The 
fad for commemorative spoons grad- 
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ually died out by the beginning of 
World War I. 

Souvenir spoons have commemor- 
ated many organizations, localities 
and anniversaries. Among the sub- 
jects that have received little if any 
attention to date are the timepieces 
which have occasionally appeared as 
decorative motifs. Surprisingly 
enough, a substantial number of ex- 
amples exist, and a selection of these 
are illustrated and described here- 
with. 

Among the very popular souvenir 
spoons are those of fraternal or- 
ders. No. 1 in the illustration is a 
particularly fine spoon commemorat- 
ing the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, The Elks insignia al- 
ways features a clock dial with the 
hands set at eleven o’clock. The dial 
is often shown enclosed within the 
entwined antlers of the elk while in 
other representations the antlers sup- 
port the clock dial from below. The 
spoon illustrated is of sterling silver 
bearing the naval code flag or pen- 
nant enclosing the letter H, which ts 
the trade mark of the Watson-Newell 
Company of Attleboro, Mass. The 
spoon was made between about 1900 
and 1905. 

The customary elk’s head in full 
relief forms the end of the handle 
and the word “ELKS” appears in 
raised letters on a riband just below 
it. The clock dial is the dominant fea- 
ture of the handle and it is executed 
in blue and white enamel with gold 
decorations, and gold hands are set 
at the hour of eleven. The initials 
“B.P.0.E.” are inscribed along the 
stem. the word “DENVER” is incised 
in the bowl, indicating that this par- 
ticular spoon probably had some sig- 
nificance with relation to the Elks of 
that city. 

Clocks on public buildings have al- 
ways been a popular subject for the 
decoration of souvenir spoons. The 
timepiece that is most often shown 
is “the King of Clocks” or Big Ben 
on the Palace of Westminster, the 
official name of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment in London. When the original 
Palace was destroyed by fire in 1834, 
it was rebuilt on the same site. A 
clock for the new building was de- 
signed and constructed by E. J. Dent. 
He died suddenly while the work was 
in progress and the clock was com- 
pleted by his son. However, it was 
not until May 31, 1859 that Big Ben 
commenced its service. A great num- 
ber of spoons depicting Big Ben have 
been produced in London, and are 
well known to collectors in this coun- 
try. 

Clocks on American public build- 
ings often appear on spoons as an 
incidental part of the decoration. The 
two examples illustrated are probably 
the best known. The handle of No. 2 
shown here was made in the form of 
the old New York Tribune Tower, 
which is still one of New York’s 
most familiar landmarks. The Tower 
is square with a clock dial on each 
of its four sides, an illusion carried 
out in the spoon by presenting the 
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No. 605 No. 618 


No. 605—New Haven Game Clock from 
about 1870. Case solid brass covered 
with scenes of animals and dogs. Per- 
fect for a game or trophy room. Run- 
ning. 

No. 618—Very odd bell alarm clock with 
calendar hand. Probably German, pat- 
ented 1878. Running.

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Tower at an angle to show two of 
the faces. The Tower housed the New 
York Tribune, which was founded in 
1841, until 1923 just before it merged 
to become The New York Herald- 
Tribune the following year. 

Even more interesting than the 
Tower is the newspaper’s “dingbat” 
which is embossed in the bowl. The 
“dingbat” or masthead or nameplate 
of the newspaper appears in every 
issue just above the tirst editorial. 
The Tribune’s dingbat was first used 
in the issue of April 10, 1866, and has 
appeared in every issue of the news- 
paper since that date, This nameplate 
is especially appropriate in a consid- 
eration of Time and timepieces. Fath- 
er Time is depicted at the left brood- 
ing among the vestiges of antiquity 
with an hour-glass before him, The 
Tribune visualizes the symbol as por- 
traying the newspaper’s fused respect 
for tradition and for progress, and 
Father Time is counterbalanced at 
the right with Young America, gaz- 
ing to new horizons ahead in indus- 
try, agriculture, science, transporta- 
tion, etc. The clock dial at the cen- 
ter is set at the hour of 6:12. There 
are two traditions about the place- 
ment of the hands. One story states 
that during its first few decades of 
existence the newspaper went to press 
at that hour, while others claim that 
the hands were set in that position 
to conform with the folds of the dra- 
peries over the clock dial. 

The words “New York Tribune” 
appear in raised letters around the 
edge of the bowl above the dingbat. 
This sterling silver spoon is of demi- 
tasse size and measures about 4% 
inches. It is unmarked, but the fine 
detail and splendid workmanship in- 
dicate that it may have been made 
around the turn of the century.

The artistry of the jeweler and the 
watchmaker seems to have reached 
its pinnacle in the collection shown on 
the front cover of this issue.

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resents the Clock Tower of Nassau 
Hall at Princeton University. The 
letter “D” in a depressed oval on 
the reverse indicates that the maker 
was Wm. B. Durgin Company of Con- 
cord, N. H., which later became part 
of the Gorham Company of Provi- 
dence, R. I. The spoon is of sterling 
silver in the demi-tasse size and the 
period of its manufacture was about 
1895. 


The Princeton tiger gazes in bored 
majesty from the tip of the spoon: 
his chin resting on the tip of a can- 
non, which forms the handle of the 
spoon and is included to signify the 
relation of the building with the 
events of the American Revolution. 
The name “Princeton” is inscribed 
vertically along the stem while a 
spray of laurel is wound around the 
handle and extends into the bowl. 
The Clock Tower of Nassau Hall ap- 
pears within the bowl in bas-relief. 


Nassau Hall has an interesting his- 
tory. It was named at the suggestion 
of Governor Belcher to honor the 
memory of William III of the House 
of Nassau. The building originally 
included, all the functions of the col- 
lege and housed the dormitories, 
classrooms, prayer hall and dining 
hall. During the Revolution it served 
as a barracks and hospital for Brit- 
ish and for Continental troops, and it 
was the scene of the last stand of 
the British at the Battle of Prince- 
ton. The first New Jersey State legis- 
lature convened within the Hall in 
1776, and it was in this building that 
the first Governor of the State of 
New Jersey was inducted and here 
also the State‘s Great Seal was adopt- 
ed. In 1783 Nassau Hall served as the 
seat of the Continental Congress be- 
tween June and November. In the 
more than two centuries of its exist- 
ence, Nassau Hall was probably vis- 
ited by more notables than any other 
building in the United States. All the 
important Colonial personages vis- 
ited there, including’ Washington, La- 
fayette, Jefferson, Madison and the 
Adamses, and since that time it has 
received almost every President of 
the United States. 


The clock in the Tower is not the 
original timepiece for replacements 
had to be made several times due to 
wear, 


Although a number of souvenir 
school spoons depict clocks in towers 
of campus buildings, the Princeton 
spoon has been selected for illustra- 
tion because it shows the most noted 
campus building and the earliest. 


Still another classification are the 
trade spoons which were occasionally 
distributed by clock and watch man- 
ufacturers, to be given away by mer- 
chants or exchanged for coupons. 
One of the most desirable of these— 
which, strangely enough, does not in- 
clude a timepiece in its decoration— 
is spoon No 3 which was issued as a 
premium by §. A. Bucherer of Lu- 
cerne, Switzerland, a representative

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Some Thoughts on 
Watch Collecting 


Part III 
By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


Prior to 1676 the only type of con- 
trol for a striking mechanism was 
known as a “Locking Plate” or 
“Count Wheel.” This would control 
a straight sequence strike of the hours 
from one to 12—and in some instan- 
ces, a half-hour strike between the 
hours. 

Each time the time-piece struck, 
the count wheel would move forward 
to the next hour. If it was made to 
strike between one hour and the next 
one, it would be thrown out of proper 
sequence and would strike incorrectly 
until reset. With this device there 
could be no repeating action of the 
strike. 

In 1676 Edward Barlow invented 
the “Rack and Snail” type of control 
for clocks, With this control the clock 
could be made to repeat its strike at 
any time, and any number of times, 
without destroying the sequence of 
succeeding strikes. This type of con- 
trol was subsequently applied to 
watches by both Edward Barlow and 
Daniel Quare. A patent was allowed 
to Quare in 1687. 

The idea of having a watch or clock 
strike the last hour was not a nov- 
elty, as many believe. It was a prac- 
tical invention to serve a useful pur- 
pose. There were no electric lights at 
that time. When one awoke at night 
it was something of a struggle to get 
a light going so that one could see 
the time. 

With the repeating attachment it 
was a simple matter to cause the clock 
or watch to repeat the time and one 
had only to listen. It was useful in 
many circumstances encountered in 
daily life. Blind people could tell the 
time in this way. Watches were even 
made to strike against a spot that 
could be felt by blind and deaf per- 
sons and they could tell time by feel- 
ing. 

Repeating watches are still being 
made and are highly desirable. At 
first they would strike the hour only. 


.Later they struck the hour and tne 


quarter hour, and finally they were 
made to strike the hour, the quarter, 
and the minute. 

Many variations have appeared, 
such as the seven-and-a-half minute 
repeater, and the five minute repeater. 
These were made in this country in 
the late 19th century by Waltham 
Watch Company, 

Quite often a stop-watch attach- 
ment is added to the repeater, and 
less freqvou.cly a calendar attach- 
ment. In the matter of repeaters, 
they are all collectible, regardless of 


age. The older ones have greater an- 
tique value, but the very newest ones 
are highly desirable. 

I very recently had a fine Swiss 
watch that was a minute repeater, 
a stop-watch with fly-back seconds- 
hand, and a calendar watch all in 
one. It was and is a magnificent spe- 
cimen of fine watch-making. 

Prior to 1680 all clocks and watch- 
es had only one hand, an hour-hand. 
The minute-hand was added in the 
period 1680 to 1690, probably by Dan- 
iel Quare. It is doubtful that the 
time-pieces of this period were suf- 
ficiently accurate as time-keepers to 
justify the addition of the minute- 
hand. The development of the motion 
work making possible the use of a 
minute-hand, however, is important. 
Most time-pieces made after 1700 
have two hands. 

The verge escapement, then in use 
for nearly 200 years, in watches had 
been developed to nearly its ultimate 
potential and was still far short of 
being an efficient time-keeper. The 
search for a better escapement had 
been going on for a long time and 
there are records of a great many 
inventions, none of which had suf- 
ficient promise to supplant the verge. 

The first such invention actually 
to improve time-keeping qualities in 
watches, and_ balance-controlled 
clocks, was patented by Thomas Tom- 
pion about 1695. It definitely was an 
improvement over the verge, but 
never attained universal acceptance. 
Strangely enough, it was an English 
invention, but never gained wide use 
in England. It was, however, adopted 
by French makers and used exten- 
sively, This is the cylinder escape- 
ment. 

I have mentioned before that fric- 
tion is fatal in a watch mechanism. 
Not only does the friction have a 
retarding effect on the operation of 
the movement, but it produces rapid 
wear of moving parts which limits 
the useful life of the mechanism. 

The first step in the elimination of 
friction and wear in watches was tak- 
en about 1700 when jewels were in- 
troduced to the mechanism, in a lim- 
ited way. This was a vast improve- 
ment and has resulted in greatly im- 
proved performance and useful life 
in watches as the art of jeweling has 
progressed. 

The first rack lever type escape- 
ment was invented in 1722. While it 
was not a complete success, it is im- 
portant and the first step toward the 
development of the detached lever in 
watches. Its failing is in the fact

that, like its predecessor the verge, 
it is too closely tied into the watch 
movement, and is therefore, controlled 
by the movement rather than con- 
trolling the movement. 

It is generally conceded to be a 
French invention, but it was not used 
to any great extent in France. It 
did find acceptance by the makers in 
the Liverpool, England, area and was 
widely used by them. I have a Liver- 
pool watch with the rack lever es- 
capement and I find it a most inter- 
esting item, 

In 1724 the duplex escapement was 
invented by Jean Baptiste Dutertre. 
After the invention had been greatly 
improved by Pierre LeRoy about 
1759, it made a great contribution 
to time-keeping efficiency in watches. 
For the first time the escapement be- 
came a separate entity in the watch 
mechanism and was removed, to a 
great extent from the direct control 
of the movement. 

Reversing the procedure, it could 
and did utilize the isochronism which 
exists in a swinging or oscillating 
body, under the influence of a sensi- 
tive hair-spring. Thus it more effec- 
tively controlled the rate of running 
of the movement, This is extremely 
important; like putting the horse be- 
fore the cart, instead of the reverse. 

The duplex escapement will give 
good effciency in a watch. It is sen- 
sitive, however, calling for precision 
manufacture of the parts and meticu- 
lous adjustment. An interesting de- 
velopment is the so-called Chinese 
duplex which permits the use of a 
sweep seconds-hand that jumps a full 
second at each movement. 

The need for an efficient time-keep- 
er was increasingly urgent, partic- 
ularly for use as an aid to naviga- 
tion. Several countries offered large 
prizes for the development of a time- 
piece that would perform within cer- 
tain standards. 

In 1714 the English government 


set up a body of “Commissioners” 
and offered a prize of 20,000 pounds 
for a time-piece that would determine 
longitude within 30 miles on a voyage 
to the West Indies and back. Compe- 
tition was, of course, terrific. 

After great trials and tribulations, 
the prize was awarded to John Har- 
rison in 1761 for his fourth chrono- 
meter which met the required stand- 
ards. Thus John Harrison invented 
the chronometer escapement which is 
considered the most accurate of all 
time-keeping devices and is still used 
in ships’ chronometers. 

This is an extremely sensitive es- 
capement that is almost completely 
detached from the movement and 
achieves almost perfect isochronism. 
It is to be found in watches occa- 
sionally, but was never used exten- 
sively in ordinary time-pieces. Its ex- 
treme delicacy requires a high de- 
gree of artistry in the making and 
perfection of adjustment. When it 
does turn up in a fine wach it is 
something to be treasured. 

Probably the most far reaching de- 
velopment in the history of watches 
was the invention of the detached 
lever escapement by Thomas Mudge 
in 1750. This is the invention that 
has reigned supreme in the produc- 
tion of watches for a period of 200 
years, to the present day. 

Many millions of time-pieces have 
been made with this escapement. For 
the last 150 years, very few of any 
other type have been produced. It 
will eventually be superseded by the 
electric or the atomic timer, but as 
yet it is supreme. 

It took more than 50 years for 
the detached lever escapement to be 
recognized as the ultimate time-keep- 
er. Even its own inventor did not 
fully appreciate its full inportance. 
It made the watch a precision time- 
measuring instrument to the extent 
that a seconds-hand became a stand- 
ard fixture by about 1780. 

By 1790 very complicated watches 
were being made. These took many 
forms and are a field of study in 
themselves. 


This brings us to the American 
scene. Prior to 1850 very few watch- 
es were made in this country, by the 
old hand-methods employed in Europe. 
In 1858 the first American factory- 
made watch was turned out by the 
pioneers, Howard and Dennison, This 
effort culminated in the Waltham 
Watch Company, which made millions 
of watches over a period of nearly 
100 years. 

Since the first American factory- 
made watch was produced in 1853, 
we might say that there are no Amer- 
ican watches that have reached the 
age of antiquity. This is, of course 
true, but it does not automatically 
rule out all American watches as be- 
ing unsuited for collection. As a mat- 
ter of fact, many are collectible, and 
many are highly prized. 

I know of several individuals who 
are trying to put together a collec- 
tion that will comprise one of each 
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Eighteenth century complicated watch.

make of watch manufactured in 
America since 1853, This is most 
certainly a worthwhile and interest- 
ing project. Such a collection would 
hold great interest, and in years to 
come would become quite valuable. 

The low serial numbered watches 
of even the two most prolific makers, 
Waltham and Elgin, are sought 
after, and rightfully so. The earlier 
models of most any of the other 
manufacturers are definitely collect- 
ible. 

Who would pass over lightly a Wal- 
tham five-minute repeater, made in 
the 1880s, and believed to be the only 
repeater produced in this country! 
Not many were made and it is a 
much sought after rarity. 

By the same token, who would not 
be thrilled over the possibility of ob- 
taining a Waltham Premier Maximus 
presentation watch which was priced 
at $750, and said to be equal, if not 
superior, to any watch in the world. 
The stop-watches made by Waltham 
under H. A. Lugrin’s patent of 1876 
are highly desirable. 

There is an Auburndale rotary 
movement and an Auburndale timer 
for which many people are searching. 
There are collectors of Ingersoil type 
watches, and almost every other make 
and type that one can mention. And 
there are collectors of “Just watch- 
es” who are more concerned with 
quantity than quality. I have men- 
tioned only a very few. The list is 
endless, 

Every collection should have some 
of the older European type watches; 
the older the better, of course, A 
well-rounded collection might well 
have specimens from England, Ger- 
many, France, and the smaller coun- 
tries. 

A few good American early serial 
numbers, and/or the oddities that 
have been produced here from time 
to time, will improve any collection. 
For my part, I like a chronological 
collection, from the very earliest I 
can find to the present day produc- 
tions.

IMAGES 
of TIBETAN 
LAMAISM 


By GRACE KALER 








Kuvera, God of Wealth. Gilt-Bronze. 
Tibet. 4¥2” high. 





The god of worldly prosperity, Ku- 
vera, was a familiar favorite of the 
less important demigods of Hindu 
mythology. He was one of the De- 
fenders of the Doctrine of Buddhism 
(dharmapala) and also one of the 
Guardians of the Universe (loka- 
pala). 

The other gods of the latter group 
were Indra, Varuna, and Yama. As 
astrology evolved in mediaeval times, 





ular and representations of these 
groups were not uncommon. 

Indra, a war god mounted on his 
elephant; Airavata, was guardian of 
the eastern quarter of the universe. 
As Sakra, he was one of the leading 
figures of early Buddhism, second 
only to Brahma. He had, however, 
lost many of his worshippers—and 
had few temples—by the Middle Ages, 

Varuna, an all-seeing god, ethical- 
ly the highest of all Aryan gods, 
was guardian of the western quarter 
of the world. Second only to Indra 
in importance, Varuna was a rather 
different type of god, and it seems 
that he may have been the high god 
of the Indo-Iranians before the two 
peoples disunited. 

Moreover, he descended from his 
heavenly palace to become a god of 
the waters. Though his followers dis- 
appeared early, Tamil fishermen con- 
tinued to worship a marine deity 
called Varunan, which was symbo- 
lized by a shark’s horn. 

Yama, also a protector of the faith, 
was guardian of the southern quar- 
ter. Having changed from a cheerful 
lord of paradise to a stern judge of 
the dead, he was long remembered as 
the death-god of the Vedas. 

The northern quarter was ruled by 
Kuvera, lord of fertility and riches 
associated with the earth; also treas- 
ures of minerals and jewels under- 
ground. As Vaisravana he first ap- 
peared in later Vedic literature, and 
was well known in Buddhism and in 
Jainism. He lived near Mt. Kailasza, 
was king of the gnomes (guhyaka) 
and fairies (yaksa), which were earth 
spirits worshipped by country people. 

As protective gods of the Indian 
household, these earth spirits played 
a considerable role in Hindu and 
early Buddhist folk-lore. According to 
Buddhist literary sources, a figure of 
a giant yaksa standing as a guar- 
dian of the house, was frequently 
seen in the inner yard of an ancient 
Hindu home, 

Figures of Kuvera and some of his 
yaksa followers have been identified 
by an inscription on the railing of

India, remaining from Sunga times 
(185-172 B.C.). Prominent in the dec- 
oration of the railing are the carv- 
ings of yaksa figures. Fragments of 
the gateway and railing are in exist- 
ence in the Indian Museum of Cal- 
cutta, There are also pieces in a num- 
ber of European and American col- 
lections. 

The dharmapala, or eight Fearsome 
Ones, were usually portrayed as an- 
gry or ferocious, in order to instill 
fear in wrong-doers. Kuvera, as a 
god of wealth, and the White Brahma 
were the only ones of this group

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who did not display a fierce manner. 

The only feminine member of the 
group was the Glorious Goddess, Sri- 
devi, who was represented as most 
savage. She was regarded as the spe- 
cial protectress of the Dalai Lamas. 
As “the queen of the warring weap- 
ons,” she was perhaps the most 
dreaded of all the demons. 

Begtse is one of the most difficult 
figures of the group to study. He 
seem to have been a typical war god. 
He showed remarkably restricted 
traits, and assumed different special 
forms among various nations. There is 
also evidence of his having been a 
protective divinity of a certain region. 
He frequently appeared in an eight- 
fold aspect. 

Of portly form like his prototype, 
the Hindu Ganesa, Kuvera is usu- 
ally depicted as a dwarfish figure 
with a large paunch. Shown here is 
a representation of Kuvera sitting on 
cushions—with a Tibetan inscription 
on one of the cushions. In his left 
hand he holds the symbolic mon- 
goose, disgorging pearls. 

The mongoose in this position is 
a Tibetan emblem of wealth. Indian 
tradition indicates that the mongoose 
overpowers the serpent demigods, or 
Nagas, who guard the treasures hid- 
den in the sea. 

Striking is the contrast between 
this very mundane deity and the ide- 
alized divinity. Here there are no 
spiritual ideals. Here, no religious ec- 
stasy. This figure is a personification 
of materialism and of the worldly 
life. The movement of the fingers of

Kuveras’ right hand indicates a 
prayerful mood, but the prayers are 
for worldly—not spiritual—benefits. 

The Yi-dam form of Kuvera was 
known as Jambhala. The Yi-dam 
were guardian gods of the distinction 
of Buddha. Every Lama chose a spe- 
cial Yi-dam.. as his protector—for 
some special occasion, or perhaps for 
a lifetime. 

Jambhala is represented here in a 
figure on a goat, The coarse, strong 
features, and the facial expressions of 
both forms of Kuvera indicate a great 
capacity for the enjoyment of the 
pleasures of living. The well-fed 
bodies make it clear that hard work 
or abstinence was not a part of the 
gospel which this god preached.

Scala, Covent Garden of London, Met- 
ropolitan of New York, St. Petersburg, 
3udapest, Buenos Aires, Santiago of 
Chile. He left the theatre for reasons 
of health at the zenith of his artistic 
career. 

The news of his death came last 
light by telegraph from Barcelona to 
his brother, who for many years was 
an esteemed journalist. Taurino Parvis 
had married the widow Rossellini, 
mother of the director Roberto, and, 
therefore, was father-in-law of Ingrid 
Bergman. (Mrs. Favia-Artsay asks, 
“Would that be stepfather-in-law in 
English?’’) 

The news of Taurino Parvis’ death 
produced a strong impression in the 
artistic circles of Torino, with which 
the celebrated singer had always re- 
mained in affectionate contact. 


Mrs. Favia - Artsay commented: 
“Jim: Note that the 1927 ‘Falstaff’ 
at the Regio is put ahead of the La 
Scala, Covent Garden, etc., appear- 
ances, which took place much earlier. 
This was done, I believe, because 
the writer wanted to keep Parvis’ 
Torino appearances in one group. I 
thought of a misprint, but then it 
couldn’t have possibly been 1897 as 
he was only 18 then, and no lawyer 
gets out of school that quick. It 
could have been ’07 or 717, but that 
would have happened after his other 
activities, anyway, so 1927 would be 
the most logical—Mother city asked 
the famed son to sing in its best 
opera house (one of the foremost in 
Italy) ‘at the apex of his artistic 
career’ (as the article says). Too bad 
it isn’t specified whether the per- 
formance of ‘Falstaff’ took place be- 
fore or after his retirement.”

Robert Cole was particularly happy 
to find a clever old dooxy alarm bell. 
Still in its original box, the bell 
bears a label stamped “The Try-Me 
Burglar Alarm.”

Seen among bells offered by Stone- 
crest Antiques: a collection of curi- 
ous old Cambodian bells. Each is de- 
signed on a flat base with pellets 
enclosed. The shape of the base var- 
ies from bell to bell, as does the 
handle in the shape of a bird or 
other creature.

An exact 
duplicate of Catherine’s bell is to be 
seen in the Ogleby Museum, Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. 


ANOTHER SINGING TOWER 
DEDICATED 

With the dedication last year of 
Norwich University’s 36-bell carillon, 
New England may now claim nearly 
one-fourth of all college carillons to 
be found in the United States. At the 
present time carillons are located on 
fourteen college campuses. Four of 
these are in New England—at the 
University of Connecticut, Trinity 
College, Wellesley College, and Nor- 
wich University. 

Norwich’s 50-foot brick-and-steel 
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bell tower is ideally located on the 
campus hilltop, the music from its 
bells audible for miles up and down 
the Northfield valley. On the top floor 
an iron grille encloses the bells, which 
are played manually from the console 
room eighteen feet above ground. 
Called the Jeannie Porter Adams Me- 
morial Tower, it was given in memory 
of the mother of a former Norwich 
president. 

The Belgian-cast bells are also a 
gift to the college, having been do- 
nated by Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
Greene of Dover, New Hampshire, as 
a memorial to the former’s mother, 
who had long been interested in earil- 
lon music. 

Mrs. Greene herself purchased these 
bells in 1934 after they had been 
used by the Belgian government in 
its exhibit at the Chicago World’s 
Fair. They range in diameter from 10 
to 40 inches and total 7000 pounds. 
Housing bells in a new tower always 
necessitates many skillful adjust- 
ments. However, according to caril- 
loneur Robert Donnell, who gave the 
dedicatory concerts, the Norwich in- 
stallation leaves little to be desired. 
Mr. Donnell, a graduate of the Mech- 
lin Carillon School in Belgium, has 
been carilloneur for the Dominion of 
Canada since 1939 and is considered 
one of the top men in the profession.

GREEK COSTUMES 
AND EMBROIDERIES 


A major loan exhibition of “Greek 
Costumes and Embroideries,’”’ sched- 
uled for limited circulation to Amer- 
ican museums during the 1959-69 sea- 
son, has been announced by the Smith- 
sonian Institution Traveling Exhibi- 
tion Service. 

More than 200 of the finest exam- 
ples of traditional Greek art will be 
included in the exhibition, which is 
the first comprehensive survey of the 
subject ever to come to the United 
States. The American tour is spon- 
sored by H. M. Queen Frederika of 
the Hellenes and the Royal Greek 
Embassy in Washington. The first 
showing was scheduled at French & 
Company, 978 Madison Avenue, New 
York, from October 13 to November 
5 


Borrowed from the collections of 
the Benaki Museum in Athens, the 
exhibition consists of 22 rare and 
beautiful costumes complete with ac- 
cessories such as jewelry, belts, 
scarves, hats, and shoes; embroid- 
eries from various Greek provinces 
and islands, elaborate bedspreads, pil- 
low covers, towels, coats, jackets, 
blouses, and numerous household ob- 
jects. 

Throughout the exhibition the view- 
er will be aware of the sensitivity and 
skill of the anonymous craftsmen of 


the 18th and 19th centuries, as well 
as the distinct originality of the cos- 
tumes from various regions of Greece. 
In the foreword to the catalog ac- 
companying the exhibition, Mrs. An- 
geliki Chatzimichali, noted author and 
art historian, states: “The genius of 
the Greek craftsman in creating beau- 
tiful forms, of which he has given 
such abundant proof, his true and 
direct feeling for material and de- 
sign, his unerring sense vf organic 
shape, his technical skill and his ex- 
pressiveness in decoration and orna- 
ment, are elements that are of in- 
estimable value in the creation of new 
forms. 

“This branch of the art of the 
Greek people is part of the coun- 
try’s inexhaustible national heritage; 
it goes back through many centu- 
ries, passing through the many and 
profound changes which have oc- 
curred during its history. It links the 
classical with the Christian concept, 
and demonstrates the power of hu- 
man endurance and the deep roots of 
Greek popular civilization.” 

After its initial presentation in 
the galleries of French & Company, 
New York, the exhibition is sched- 
uled for the Baltimore (Md.) Muse- 
um of Art., The Los-Angeles County 
Museum and the De Young Museum 
in San Francisco, among others, will 
also be included in the tour. 

Selections for this traveling exhi- 
bition have been made by Mr. Ma- 
nolis Chatzidakis, director of the Be- 
naki Museum, and the trustees of 
the Museum, two of whom are sons 
of the founder, Anthony Benaki. A 
curator, Mrs. Sophia Tournaki, will 
travel to this country to assist with

TIMELY SPOONS

of the famous Rolex Watch Corpora- 
tion. 

The spoon is 800 fine silver in the 
standard demi-tasse size with no 
maker’s mark but including a num- 
ber “B 100 - 12” onthe reverse side. 
A small crown with the name ROLEX 
below it surmounts the tip of the 
handle, and a crest showing a tree 
within a shield, with the name “Bu- 
cherer” on a riband forms the han- 
dle, with the word “Watches” below 
it. The stem is simple and undecor- 
ated. The bowl is decorated with the 
figure of the sleeping lion of Lucerne 
executed in heavy die work. The ex- 
cellent workmanship coupled with the 
graceful design makes this one of 
the most sought after of the trade 
or advertising spoons. 

The next spoon illustrated, No. 4, 
is a particularly fine example of 
good craftsmanship and taste. It is 
a teaspoon measuring just over 5% 
inches, of sterling silver without a 
maker’s mark produced in about 
1895. 

The simplicity of the stem and han- 
dle accentuate “The Old Clock on the 
Stairs” from the poem by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow which is de- 
picted inside the bowl. The clock is 
identified from the words of the po- 
em’s refrain “Forever Never! Never 
Forever!” which appear in raised 
letters along the left edge of the 
bowl. HOBBIES readers may recall 
that this writer presented the story 
of this famous clock in these pages 
in the August, 1956, issue. The clock 
that inspired the poem was origi- 
nally part of the furnishings of the 
mansion built in Pittsfield, Mass., by 
Thomas Gold in 1790. The Golds were 
the maternal grandparents of Long- 
fellow’s bride, and the poet and his 
wife spent part of their honeymoon 
in the Gold mansion, It was then that 
Longfellow first saw the clock which 
provided the inspiration for his po- 
em. The clock was inherited by Long- 
fellow’s brother-in-law in 1853, who 
moved it to his own home in Boston. 
Next it became the property of the 
poet’s own son, Ernest Wadsworth 
Longfellow, who moved the clock into 
his home in Manchester. It has come 
down through the family to its pres- 
ent owner, Richard H. Dana: Jr. of 
New York City. At the present time 
the clock is ticking merrily away in 
Mr. Dana’s apartment, endlessly re- 
peating its famous refrain: 


Forever - never! 
Never - forever! 


The words “Pittsfield, Mass.” are 
embossed on the steps near the tip 
of the bowl. This is one of a pair 
of spoons commemorating the poet. 
The companion piece includes Long- 
fellow’s portrait on the handle and 
his Cambridge home in the bowl. 
Other spoons have been manufac- 
tured which feature “The Old Clock 
on the Stairs,” but the example il- 
lustrated is probably the finest. 

The city of Waltham, Mass., was 
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commemorated by No. 5, a spoon pro- 
duced by H. Spear & Son of Boston 
in 1891. The principal industry of 
Waltham between 1854 and the pres- 
ent has been the production of time- 
pieces by the Waltham Watch Com- 
pany. It is of some significance that 
in 1891, the year in which the spoon 
was made Waltham had a population 
of 20,000 and of that number more 
than 3,000 were employed by the 
Waltham firm, The year 1891 marked 
the low point in a period of business 
depression, and in that year the Wal. 
tham Watch Co. lowered piece rates 
and cut their prices 20%, Competi- 
tion was greater than ever before, 
and the Waltham firm, and conse- 
quently the city of Waltham sufferec.

GLASSWORKERS’ 
REUNION 


Several former employes of the 
original Greentown, Ind., glass plant 
were honored guests recently at a 
meeting of the Howard County His- 
torical Society in the courthouse mu- 
seum, Kokomo, Ind. 

The meeting was planned as a 
reunion for the glass workers, and 
to feature displays of Greentown 
glass. A talk was given by Eugene 
R. Bock, Anderson, Ind., newspaper 
man and a collector. Interviews with 
some of the old glassworkers were 
recorded on tape. 

Bock took for his subject “Green- 
town’s Glory,” and illustrated his 
talk with slide pictures. He traced 
the history of the Greentown plant 
from its origin until it was destroyed 
by fire in 1903. 

Former employees of the plant for 
the reunion were Addison Jenkins 
of South Bend, a son of David C.

WASHINGTON 


Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has announced that the 
4-cent “Famous American” postage 
stamp honoring Dr. Ephraim Mc- 
Dowell will be placed on first-day 
sale at Danville, Ky., on December 
30, 1959 marking the 150th anni- 
versary of the first surgical opera- 
tion of its kind in the world. 

The stamp was’ designed by 
Charles R. Chickering of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, and 
features a likeness of Dr. McDowell 
based on a photograph of a print, 
furnished to the Department by Dr. 
C. C. Howard, head of the Howard 
Clinic, Glasgow, Ky. 

The stamp will measure 0.84 by 
0.98 inches, arranged vertically and 
printed in maroon in sheets of sev- 
enty. A total of 120 million of these 
stamps will be printed on the Cot- 
trell presses, and electric-eye per- 
forated. 

Collectors desiring first-day covers 
may send addressed envelopes, to- 
gether with remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed, to 
the Postmaster. Danville, Ky. 
close fitting enclosure of postal card 
thickness should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either turned 
in or sealed. ‘ 

Envelopes submitted should be of 
ordinary letter size and each must 
be properly addressed. An envelope 
or wrapper to the Postmaster should 
be endorsed “First Day Covers Mc- 
Dowell stamp.” Orders for covers 
must not inelude requests for un- 
canceled stamps.

A 10-cent airmail commemorative 
stamp will be issued in Washing- 
ton, D.C., on February 1, 1960, hon- 
oring the Eleventh Inter-American 
Conference of American States, 
which will open that day in Quito, 
Ecuador, according to the Postmaster 
General. Details as to design and 
color will be announced later. 
Postmaster General Summerfield, 
in announcing this stamn. noted “It 
is most appropriate that this Inter- 
American Conference commemorative 
stamp be announced today, as it 
was seventy years ago October 2 
that the First International Confer- 
ence of American States was held 
here in Washington. 
“The United States has been a 
staunch supporter of the hemi- 


sphere’s regional organization from 


its inception, believing that the Or- 
ganization of American States em- 
bodies the spirit and aspirations of 
the peoples of the Americas, and 
can serve the hemisphere as a genu- 
inely effective instrument of co- 
operation. 

“This has been a significant year 
in the history of the Organization 
of American States. Action has been 
taken in the face of political ten- 
sions in the Caribbean area, action 
which reaffirmed the principles gov- 
erning our relations with neighbor- 
ing countries and which gave new 
strength to the regional organization. 

“But the importance of the Organ- 
ization of American States as an in- 
strument for peace in international 
political relations should not lead us 
to overlook the very significant, con- 
tinuing, long-range activities of that 
organization in the fields of cultural, 
social, economic and scientific co- 
operation. While these activities do 
not often make news they contrib- 
ute almost daily to the welfare of 
the Americas. We are confident that 
the Organization of American States 
will continue its leadership in the 
field of inter-American cooperation.”

September 14, 1959, at New York, 
N. Y. This compares to the 7,782,667 
first day covers canceled in a com- 
parable period in 1958. 

With the 4 and 8-cent Ernst Reuter 
“Champion of Liberty” first day sale 
figures for September 29, 1959, as 
yet unavailable, and with the 15- 
cent international airmail stamp and 
4-cent Dr. Ephraim McDowell “Fam- 
ous American” commemorative still 
to be released, it is estimated the 
number of first day covers serviced 
will approximate 12 million. Final 
figures for 1958 were 9,742,418. 

First day sale figures for August 
and the first half of September are: 

August 17, 1959 - 7-cent Balloon 
Jupiter commemorative airmail, La- 
fayette, Ind. 383,556 first day covers 
canceled, and 590,187 stamps sold, 
with a value of $41,309.59. 

August 21, 1959 - 7-cent Hawaii 
Statehood commemorative airmail, 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 533,464 first day 
covers canceled, and 1,122,662 stamps 
sold, with a value of $78,586.34. 

August 26, 1959 - 4-cent Soil Con- 
servation commemorative, Rapid 
City, S. D. 400,618 first day covers 
canceled, and 651,568 stamps sold, 
with a value of $26,062.72. 

August 27, 1959 - 10-cent Pan 
American Games commemorative air- 
mail, Chicago, Ill. 302,306 first day 
covers canceled, and 585,788 stamps 
sold, with a value of $58,578.80. 

August 27, 1959 - 4-cent Petrol- 
eum Industry commemorative, Titus- 
ville, Pa. 801,859 first day covers 
canceled, and 984,552 stamps sold 
with a value of $39,382.08. 

September 9, 1959 - 214-cent Bunk- 
er Hill regular postage stamp - coil, 
Los Angeles, Calif. 198,680 first day 
covers canceled, and 420,903 stamps 
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sold, with a value of $10,522.58. 

September 14, 1959 - 4-cent Dental 
Health commemorative, New York, 
N. Y. 649,818 first day covers can- 
celed, and 2,314,806 stamps sold, with 
a value of $92,592.24. 

In all, there have been 20,721,080 
stamps sold at allfirstday sales dur- 
ing 1959 through the Dental Health 
commemoratives. Revenue from such 
sales has totaled $957,833.62.

On May 30, 1959, at Washington, 
D.C., 894,887 envelopes bearing the 
memorative stamp were canceled, ac- 
cording to Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield.

First-day covers canceled at Mas- 
sena, N. Y., on June 26, 1959, when 
the 4-cent Saint Lawrence Seaway 
commemorative postage stamp was 
first placed on sale, totaled 543,211.

Early crop estimates place U.S.A. 
production of corn for ’59 at well 
over four billion bushels. Our pencil 
seems to place that at nearly four 
pounds a day for every man, woman, 
child and baby. Quite a hunk of solid 
food if we cared to eat it.

Perhaps the great flair of the de- 
cade for technical or subjective art 
was primarily a revolt against the 
extreme realism of the color camera. 
In this decade of revolt against the 
extreme objective or realism much is 
valuable in the way of technique has 
been added to painting.

Lotus Ware 


OHIO — In doing some research on 
china I learned something which may 
possibly be useful to some of your 
readers. 

According to information passed on by 
some of those who had first hand, per- 
sonal information on the subject, the 
china known today as Lotus Ware was 
a trade mark applied to china made at 
the K.T.&K. Pottery AFTER it had been 
made for some time under its original 
trade mark of K.T.&K. China. 

The trade mark was said to have been 
changed to Lotus Ware by Col. Taylor 
of the firm of Knowles, Taylor and 
Knowles, (East Liverpool, Ohio) the 
makers of the china. One day the Col. 
was observing the color and texture of 
their K.T.&K. China and at that moment 
it seemed to him to resemble the color 
and texture of lotus blosscms or flowers. 
This suggested that the ware should be 
called Lotus Ware and Col. Taylor then 
changed their trade mark to Lotus Ware. 
The ware was the same, only the trade 
mark was changed. 

According to Col. Rhodes, who was a 
salesman for K.T.&K., the bone used in 
making the K.T.&K. China or Lotus 
Ware, was obtained from Chicago. Only 
the shin bones of cattle were deemed 
to possess the right qualities to make 
china meeting their requirements.—Mar- 
garet C. Walker.

Rare 
Colonial 
and Early 
American 
Coins 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


During the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury interest in Numismatics first felt 
its growing pains. Advanced numis- 
matists of the time soon realized 
the extreme rarity of many Colonial 
and early American coins. They were 
so rare in some instances as to be 
unobtainable to the average collec- 
tor, as few as one or two originals 
being known. 

This prompted the making of new 
dies that were copies of the originals, 
and offering the struck copies for 
sale. Collectors could at least own a 
copy of a celebrated rarity. Thomas 
Wyatt, who lived in New York City, 
reproduced between 1840 and 1860, 
copies of the Massachusetts silver 
coins struck in silver. 

They included the NE Shilling, NE 
Sixpence, Oak Tree Shilling, Pine 
Tree Sixpence, Threepence, a fab- 
ricated Pine Three Penny, an Oak 
Tree Twopence, and a Good Samari- 
tan Shilling. It is understood that on- 
ly one dozen sets of the above were 
struck, so it is understandable that 
these copies are rare. 

Later one Edwin Bishop, another 
ardent numismatist acquired Wy- 
att’s dies and struck the above in 
copper, The quantity of these struck 
is unknown. The Wyatt copies are 
astonishingly close to the originals, 
but minute examination by experts 
can detect the difference on all but 
the NE Shilling and Sixpence. These 
were struck with horizontal lines 
across the field, non-existent on the 
originals. 

Alfred S. Robinson, 1836-1876, of 
Hartford, Conn., a coin dealer and 
collector, struck copies of a variety 
of famous Colonial pieces, easily dis- 
cernable due to their change in style 
of lettering. Some were pure fanta- 
sy, there being no originals known of 
the design. 


The following are Robinson copies. 
1. The Higley Copper. This is easily 
discernable by its sharpness of de- 
sign and excellent strike. Originals 
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are always found badly worn and 
poorly struck. 2. The Brasher Dou- 
bloon, struck in copper and brass, 
original in gold. Designs are too even 
and well struck. 3. The Rosa Amer- 
icana Twopence of 1733. The letter- 
ing is too large. Head is different 
relief, lower than the original. 4. The 
New England Elephant token. This 
is struck too sharp, the lettering is 
too well done. Copies are in copper, 
brass, and nickel. The original is in 
copper only. 5. Non Dependens Status 
1778 is a purely fictional coin in which 
there were no originals. 6. Washing- 
ton Cent of 1789 is another fictional 
coin with no originals known. 

William Idler of Philadelphia, a 
coin dealer and collector, made a very 
excellent copy of the original Wash- 
ington Half-dollar of 1792. The word 
“copy” appeared between the tail and 
United, but this usually was care- 
fully removed, Copies of this haif- 
dollar were made in silver, nickle, cop- 
per, brass, and tin. The original, very 
rare, was struck in silver only. 

There are clever differences between 
the original and copies. On the re- 
verse the uppermost star on the orig- 
inal appears between E and T of 
States, on copy it is directly below E. 
Dot after America on the genuine is 
closer to arrow feathers than on the 
copy. The end of the “2” on the 
genuine points down, on the copy 
points up. 

Idler’s copy of the Baltimore Pen- 
ny is determined by the legend. On 
the obverse it ends in “C” on the 
genuine, “CT” on the copy. 

John Adams Bolen, 1826- 1907, of 
Springfield, Mass., struck many copies 
of early rare coins. All of them are 
very excellent.

As all these copies are of coins of 
Colonial origin, and not struck by 
the United States Government or the 
mint, there was no violation of laws. 
However, there were copies struck of 
early United States coins such as the 
cents of 1793, and half-cents. 

As struck copies and as electro- 
types, these being copies of U.S. 
coins, are considered counterfeits, and 
are ‘subject to confiscation by the 
Treasury Department. This includes 
the electrotypes that frequently turn 
up of 1798, 1799, 1804 cents, 1793 
and 1796 half-cents, and the like. 

It is understood that a great many 
of the dies for the struck copies of 
Colonial coins are now stored in vari- 
ous numismatic museums. [ believe, 
however, that all are not there. I 
note that records indicate that the 
dies, for instance, of the Clinton Cent 
were deposited with the Boston Nu- 
mismatic Society in 1869 after cancel- 
lation. 

Still, in 1940, I personally inspect- 
ed a set of dies and one dozen struck 
copies in brilliant, uncirculated con- 
dition in the hands of a numismatist. 
It is therefore my opinion that there 
could have been more than one set 
of dies in existence for any of the 
above struck copies. 

The fact that these pieces are struck 
copies, and not originals, does not 
seem to have affected their value. 
There being so few made. they are 
very rare, and there being no orig- 
inals available, these struck copies 
are quite desirable. 

For many years, collectors were 
very frequently duped by purchasing 
these copies as originals, and by pay- 
ing high. original coin prices. This 
was very troublesome to early col- 
lectors. Today, as these copies are 
in themselves rare, the chance of be- 
ing “stuck” is not possible due to 
the copies’ high value. 

Electrotypes are a different mat- 
ter. There seem to be more of these 
and they are not particularly rare. 
These can be detected—first, hy their 


- weight; second, by the fact that the 


majority will not ring; third, by 
close examination of the edge, which 
will indicate where the two pieces 
were “pieced” together.

GREAT- 
GRANDMOTHER’S 
COOKBOOK 


By DOROTHY BETTLES 


When my great-aunt sent her moth- 
er’s cookbook to me for my collec- 
tion, she wrote: “but you will 
need a good Jersey cow and a flock 
of Leghorns to provide cream, but- 
ter and eggs enough for some of 
these recipes, as well as a good sup- 
ply of brandy and wine. Also a fam- 
ily of about ten children to take 
care of the finished products.” 

How right she was! She could have 
mentioned the large kettles, bowls, 
platters, crocks, and other kitchen 
utensils our great-grandmothers used 
to provide food for their families, 

Many of these items are museum 
or collector’s items now but most of 
us can remember the butter churns, 
ladles and molds; and the “pats” of 
fresh butter, decorated with a flow- 
er or star design, Coffee grinders, 
apple peelers, huge kettles for mak- 
ing jams and jellies, soap kettles and 
stone crocks are still to be found in 
attics and cellars. 

The recipes were in large quanti- 
ties, sometimes using the measure of 
pounds and gallons. For roast beef, 
“. . « take a rib roast of 7 or 8 
pounds ...”; beefsteak and onions 
calls for “a dozen onions cut in 
slices.” 

A mixed summer salad includes: 
“3 heads of lettuce, 2 teaspoons of 
green mustard leaves, a handful of 
watercress, 5 radishes, 1 cucumber, 
8 hard-boiled eggs, sugar, salt, cup 
of vinegar, half cup of oil. Mix to- 
gether and serve with a lump of ice 
in the middle.” 

The usual rule for custards was 
eight eggs to a quart of milk although 
“duck’s eggs could be used to add 
to the flavor and richness.” 

A trip to our marvelous super- 
markets provides us with ready-to- 
cook, and often pre-cooked, meat and 
fish, but the recipes in.grandmother’s 
time began with “. . . clean fish, re- 
move scales (or skin), remove head 
or leave it, as desired ...”; “... take 


a nice piece of halibut weighing 5 
or 6 pounds, lay it in salt water for

Chickens and turkeys were bought 
complete with feathers, or “caught 
up” in the yard, to be killed, plucked 
and cleaned before cooking. For roast 
duck, . beat the breast-bone flat 
with a rolling pin before stuffing.” 

Other recipes are for pigeons, wild 
squab, woodcock, rabbit, quail, snipe 
(really!) squirrel. Grandfather either 
did his own hunting for small game, 
or hunters brought it in from the 
woods to the market, as the instruc- 
tions for preparation include 
“ . . carefully cut out all the shot.” 

Dried beef and corned beef took 
all winter to cure, and hams and 
bacon were smoked from two to three 
weeks. 

Pizza, smorgasbord, chili con carne, 
and other “foreign” dishes have be- 
come a part of our everyday life. Bos- 
ton baked beans, southern-fried 
chicken, New England boiled din- 
ners are no longer local products, 
but are found everywhere. Shrimp, 
which is in every market sow, was 
not mentioned in one old cookbook, 
and only twice in another, (creamed 
over rice and toast). Crabs, oysters, 
lobsters — also eels — were plentiful, 
but not shrimp. 

Syllabub, trifle, sago, boiled or 
steamed puddings, were some of the 
favorites then that we rarely hear 
of now. 

“Big hominy” 


.’, ete., for baked hali- 


and “little hominy” 
were used more in the south than 
in northern households. The former 
was called “Samp”, and “must be 
boiled for at least eight hours to be 
properly cooked.” Rhubarb was called 
“pie-plant,” and present day kraut 
was spelled “crout’”. Even the word 
“recipe” is comparatively new. “Ke- 
ceipt” was used then, and sometimes 
“*ale,?” 

In comparison with our “push-but- 
ton ranges” controlled for perfect 
time and temperature, grandmother’s 
cook stove was “controlled” by the 
amount of wood or coal she put in, 
food was boiled and fried at the front 
and simmered at the back of the 
stove, “until done.” For frying fish,

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one book reads, “. . . have a lively 
bed of coals.” Also, “half an hour 
will roast a full-grown chicken, if the 
fire is right”; “‘. . . success in roast- 
ing meat depends on the heat and 
goodness of the fire. If the oven is 


too hot to hold the hand in for only 
a moment, then the oven is right to 
receive the meat.” For pies: “If you 
can hold your hand in the heated 


oven while you count twenty, the 
oven has just the right tempera- 
ture.” 


Bread has a long history, from the 
unleavened loaf of the first civilized 
men, to our present day bakeries, 
wonders of efficiency. Grandmother 
took great pride in her “light bread”; 
this was a basic necessity to the fam- 
ily. A day was usually set aside for 
bread baking, as well it might, for 
it was a day-long job, and in the win- 
ter time the dough was started the 
night before. The oven had to be 
just right and could not be used for 
anything else while the bread was 
baking. 

The dough could not be too warm 
or too cold; it had to be mixed, 
raised, kneaded, all at a proper time. 
A board and bread-cloth were used 
for no other purpose. There is a 
warning, “Never leave the bread on 
a pine table to absorb the odor of 
the wood.” 

The yeast was made of hops, po- 
tato water, mashed potatoes, flour, 
sugar and salt, in a process of grad- 
ual fermentation lasting several days. 

Our grandmothers would welcome 
our modern cleaners, waxes and

sprays. Such household items as soap, 
starch, furniture polish, glass and sil- 
ver polish were made in those days 
from various products that would be 
hard to find now. Polish for silver in- 
cluded crocus martis, fossil silica and 
chalk. Indelible ink was made from 
nitrate of silver, rain water, a solu- 
tion of nutgalls and gum-arabic. 

Instructions for making dye for 
yarn and carpet rags call for such 
strange things as archil, cochineal, 
cudbear, annotto, vitriol, catechu and 
fustic. Brown was created quite sim- 
ply by putting the wool into a bar- 
rel of rainwater and adding bark 
from a walnut or butternut tree, re- 
moving it when it reached the de- 
sired shade, from tan to black. 


The druggist was the source of 
many supplies we now associate with 
our grocer. For instance, “To make 

. curry powder, take 1 ounce each of 
ginger, mustard, and pepper, 3 ounces 
of coriander seed, 3 ounces of tur- 
meric, half ounce of cardamoms, one- 
quarter ounce each of cayenne pep- 
per, cinnamon and cummin seed. 
Pound all together very fine and cork 
tight in a bottle. This can be had 
already prepared at some druggists.” 

Consider the recipe for Sassafras 
Mead, a popular cold drink of the 
day, which ends, “The essence of sas- 
safras, tartaric acid and carbonate 
of soda, can of course, all be obtained 
at the druggists.” 

Cider, catsup, and cucumber pickles 
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of all kinds were also made at home. 
Herbs, such as sage, thyme, mint, 
were “gathered fresh in their sea- 
son,” dried, the leaves picked off and 
stored in bottles. All of these were 
routine activities of the kitchen, as 
well as making jellies, salad dress- 
ings, and flavorings, Here is a recipe 
for rose cake flavoring, “gather rose 
leaves while the dew is still on them, 
put them in a wide mouthed jar, pour 
in the best of fourth proof French 
brandy. It will be ready to use in 
three or four weeks.” 

Pink coloring was made from “2 
cents worth of cochineal, mashed and 
dissolved in half a cup of alcohol;” 
for green coloring, “take fresh beet 
or spinach leaves and pound them in 
a marble mortar. Add alcohol to 
juice.” 

Vinegar was made of rain water, 
molasses and yeast—“Cover the top 
of the barrel with muslin and leave 
it in the sun, covering it up at night 
and when it rains. In three or four 
weeks it will be good vinegar.” This 
vinegar was for pickling, the fine 
table vinegar was made from cider. 

“Barrels having held wine or vine- 
gar are used to prepare sour-crout 
in.” Just imagine a barrel of sauer- 
kraut! 

Grandmother considered tea and 
coffee to have healing properties, and 
preferred to buy the coffee beans and 
grind them, “. . . Avoid the use of 
coffees ground by the manufacturer,” 
she was cautioned. An important in- 
struction was to have water fresh 
boiled, “. . . water left in the tea- 
kettle over night must never be used 
for preparing the breakfast cof- 
fee.” 


Breakfast was one of the big meals 
of the day, including dishes of meat, 
potatoes, eggs, hot breads, cooked 
cereals, in many variations, 

Recipes from other cookbooks and 
“specialties” of famous chefs and ho- 
tels were there for grandmother to 
try. In the chapter on “Fish” is 
“Boiled White Fish,” taken from Mrs. 
A. W. Ferry’s Cook Book, Mackinac, 
1824, prepared much as we would 
today. 

“Wine Sauce for Game” from the 
Tabor House, Denver, sounds deli- 
cious. Delmonicos, Boston Oyster 
House, Palmer House of Chicago, and 
French Restaurant in New Orleans, 
each have their own favorite recipes 
included. The Astor House was fa- 
mous for its mince pies. 

“A chafing dish is indispensable 
and can be used quite as elegantly 
by a gentleman as a lady.” This was 
no doubt the birth of the patio bar- 
becue, with papa as the head chef. 

These are some of the things be- 
longing to the “good old days” that 
have gone the way of the horse and 
buggy and gas lights, A quotation 
by H. W. Beecher is in the front of 
one of the old books: “There is no 
higher art than that which tends 
towards the improvement of human 
food.”

Answering a letter and returning 
illustrations sent in by Mr. Carr to 
the Library of Congress, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Frederick R. Goff, Chief, 
Rare Book Division, writes: 

“The Puiladelphia 1812 edition of the 
Holy Bible was printed in this country, 
and may qualify as the earliest example 
of stereotype printing in this country. 
(See Wright, John, Early Bibles of 
America, New York, 1894, page 192). It 
should be pointed out that the plates 
themselves were imported from England, 
and the Government admitted 
them free of duty. 

“The invention of stereotyping goes 
back to the early years of the 18th cen- 
tury. Its inventor, William Ged, ob- 
tained in 1731 a contract for printing 
prayer books and Bibles for Cambridge 
University, but he completed only two 
prayer books, and surrendered his lease 
in 1738 

“, . The new process was first used 
for books which had to be reprinted fre- 
quently in large editions with little or 
no changes, such as catechisms, Bibles, 
and certain textbooks. . .’’ 


Stereotyping since those early days 
has been an important part of pub-

Horace Greeley’s 


Horrible Handwriting 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 
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EARLY AND LATE LETTERS OF HORACE GREELEY 
The 1831 letter measures 9”x1212”. 


The later letter measures, per page, 4”x7”. 


Some handwriting can be read at 
a glance—almost! The spacing and 
evenness of Washington’s writing 
is not only pleasing to look at, but 
the eye runs over a page as unim- 
peded as the thoughts thereon seem 
to have flowed from the pen of Wash- 
ington. 

With Lincoln, his up-hill and down- 
dale style is somewhat distracting, 
but the “a’s” and the “z’s” are firm- 
ly written out and his letters are 
quite easy to read. Shelley’s scrawl 
can be interpreted, and Byron’s writ- 
ing becomes legible upon familiarity. 

Tiny though Eugene Field’s calli- 
graphy may be, it is readable. I ad- 
just my eye to it by pretending that 
I am looking through the wrong end 
of a telescope. 

But with Horace Greeley! I find 
there are long, thoughtful pauses 
when I try to read his letters. Even- 
tually, I can read them, and once I 
know what a sentence says, I wonder 
that I could have been so dull-witted 
not to have grasped the meaning in- 
stantly. 

In reading correspondence of oth- 
ers, the individual letters spell out 
the thought. With Greeley, on the 
other hand, I find that I try to fig- 
ure out what he is writing about; 
then I puzzle over the groupings of 
his hieroglyphics to see whether they 
fit into my theory. With Greeley all 
is backwards, at least for me! 


I found that this was not true 
of his early letters; at least not oi 
the one which I saw recently. Gree- 
ley had just turned twenty. His work 
as editor of The Northern Spectator 
at East Poultney, Vt., ended when 
the paper suspended publication in 
June, 1830. It was not until ten 
years later, in April, 1841, that he 
was to publish the daily newspaper 
with which he was to be identified, 
The Tribune. 

Greeley is writing from Erie, Pa., 
on February 13, 1831, to his friend, 
Obadiah A. Bowe, about the difficul- 
ties connected with his job: 

“T left Lodi about a fortnight af- 
ter writing without having received 
your answer, as Starr did not want 
me any longer. Started Tuesday 
morning in a rain, and traveled on 
foot to Frank Ruggle’s in Ellington, 
distant 25 miles. The ‘going’ was tre- 
mendous; the mud, snow, and water 
being about knee deep; and when I 
got there, I had so soaked, peeled, 
chilled, and swelled my feet, that I 
was unable to ‘pursue the even tenor 
of my way,’ until I had waited two 
days. I then stepped on home; where 
I remained three weeks, engaged pret- 
ty steadily in chopping wood and 
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such like uncomfortable occupations, 
I sent word to this place that I 
was out of business, and Sterrett re- 
plied that he would try me. So I came 
on, and arrived here at 10 A.M. of 
the 1st inst. Told Sterrett I was the 
chap; and he told me I might go to 
work; which is the extent of our 
negociations on the subject.” 

He mentions his wages: “. . . If 
I tarry, I think I shall not get over 
$12 per month.” 

He describes one of his difficulties 
outside the printing office: 

“Among my troubles, the gocd lady 
at the house, a Dutchess, who weigns 
about two ecwt. gross, not one ounce 
of which is politness, or any thing 
akin to it, has entertained a violent 
dislike to me ever since I came here, 
which I labor in vain to remove— 
so I am surrounded by opposers at 
least. I shall try to stick here till I 
have a prospect of doing better—and 
I shall work, if necessary, at almost 
any rate.” 

Admitting the drawbacks, work- 
ing at Erie was more appealing than 
chopping wood at home! 

Greeley then devotes one complete 
folio page to a topic in which he was 
keenly interested: politics. 

“. . . But you must give up that 
ridiculous mistake, that the destruc- 
tion of the Antimasonic party would 
secure the election of Mr. Clay, Why, 
man, look here. There are the states 
of Ga., N. C., S. C., Va., Tenn., Mo., 
Miss., Ill., Ala., Penn. 8 votes of 
Md., 1 of Maine, just as certain for 
Jackson as votes can be, making 116 
votes; and then he has seven doubt- 
ful in Maine, 8 in N. H., 4 in R. L, 
oo in W.. Y., 8 m_N. J.,.3 in Md, 
16 in Ohio, 14 in Ky., 5 in Ind. 101 
at least to get the other 16 out of. 
Is there any hope in the case?Look 
at it candidly, now; and recollect 
how sanguine you was before the last

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election; and also, that the Clay men 
have lost already two Senators in 
Congress this winter, (Marks and 
Barton, while they have gained none. 
I repeat that your only chance is to 
throw it into the House... .” 

At the time Greeley wrote the sec- 
ond letter he was famous. It was 
written from New York, April 13, 
but the year is not given. This is 
the handwriting which inspired the 
jokes and legends as well as the 
statement of odious comparison; “As 
bad as Horace Greeley’s!” 

It is the handwriting he must have 
used when he wrote to an employee, 
firing him for incompetence, and 
which the employee safely used as a 
letter of recommendation for years. 
It is the handwriting a rival edi- 
tor must have had in mind when he 
said: “If Belshazzar had ceen Gree- 
ley’s handwriting on the wall, he 
would have been a good deal more 
frightened than he was.” 

The second letter also appears to 
be to Obadiah A. Bowe as the ini- 
tials O.A.B. occur at the conclusion 
of the letter, although there is no 
accompanying envelope, I’m corry to 
admit, however, that my studies of 
the letter have not been very re- 
warding. 

I cannot transcribe it word for 
word. I’ve noted the characteristics 
of his scrawl: his “r’s” are some- 
times tightly closed like two halves 
of a muffin or there is enough of a 
valley between the parts of the “1” 
for the Mississippi to flow through; 
His ‘“u’s” are like open ‘“o’s.“ His 
“a’s” are like “o’s”—and so on. 

The letter is written on the octavo 
stationery which was especially pop- 
ular after the midpoint of the 19th 
century. Greeley begins by quoting 
a song from Gil Blas.

For Obadiah’s sake, if he were the 
recipient of both letters, let us hope 
that he gradually became used to 
Greeley’s eccentricities of penman- 
ship and that he had no more diffi- 
culty reading the second letter than 
the first. I’ll bet Obadiah would not 
have had any trouble with Reverdy 
Johnson’s letters!

THE CASE OF THE MISSING 
SAMURAI SWORDS 


Time: Today 

Place: Washington, D.C., U.S.A. 

Cast: Mr. Junzo Sato and several 
hundred thousand G.I.’s who were 
stationed in Japan or Japanese- 
held territory after the end of 
World War II. 


Story: 


During the many Pacific Theater 
campaigns of World War II thous- 
ands of Samurai swords were carted 
off from the battle areas by acquisi- 
tive G.I.s. According to Mr. Sato an 
estimated 350,000 swords were taken 
back to the U.S.A., and among these 
were many ordinary modern, some 
quite old and some 42 special, ancient 
swords removed from what are con- 
sidered the national treasures of 
Japan. These important 42 date 
from the 11th and 12 century when 
the Samurais held power and when 
these weapons sent many a head 
rolling. 

Mr. Sata has examined many swords 
in this country in the hope of locat- 
ing some of the weapons, but to date 
he’s come across none of them. His 
search has, however, brought him 
into contact with some of the very 
finely worked later swords of the 
18th century. His investigations 
have taken him to Chicago, Boston, 
New York and Washington, D.C., 
with no luck. 

In examining a sword Mr. Sato 
first checks to see if the sheath bears 
any family crests, he then removes 
the grip so as to be able to examine 
the guard and the tang. The for- 
mer will often show the mark of the 
guard maker, who is frequentiy a 
different person than the blade 
maker, and then the tang for marks. 

Mr. Sato, a representative for a 
Japanese Trade mission, is also a 
member of the Japanese Artistic 
Sword Preservation Society which 
group is interested in finding the 
sacred 42. 


MAKING MALAY SWORDS 
It isn’t very likely that any col- 


lector today is going to fool with- 


making Malay swords, but the man- 
ner of their manufacture is interest- 
ing nonetheless. In our more techni- 
cal society we’d dispense with some 
of the weird concoctions used in etch- 
ing and treating the metal. 

“A Malay kriss or sword is a short 
sword with a flat but wavy blade 
and with the handle turned or bent 
to fit the hand; it is mostly used for 
stabbing or thrusting, and, though 
small, produces a large wound. It is 
made as follows. A thin slip of 


hard steel has on each side of it a 


slip of milder steel. On each side 
again are placed other pieces, but 
sometimes these are of 
square iron twisted. The whole is 
then welded together, shaped, 
ground, and polished. Before the 
handle is put on, the blade is pickled. 
Each smith has his own special 
pickle, but this generally is composed 
of pineapple, mangosteen, salt, salt- 
petre, and the urine of animals, pigs 
preferred; the whole is mashed to- 
sether in a tub buried in the ground. 
In some cases there is a layer of 
animal’s blood on top. The blades 
are put in with the point stuck in 
the bottom wood, and the tang is 
either left out or covered by the 
blood, the object being to bring out 
the grain and figure of the metal, 
which the fruit acids seem to do per- 
fectly. After being immersed a suf- 
ficient time, the Tiades are taken 
out, cleaned up, dull polished, and 
the edges sharpened. The handles 
are then put on, and sheaths are 
made and ornamented.”

NOTES ON ORDNANCE OF THE 
AMERICAN CIVIL WAR, 1861-65, by 
Harold Peterson and illustrated by 
Robert L. Miller.

The first of what will be several 
to be issued by the American Ord- 
nance Association and certainly only 
the beginning of a deluge of books, 
pamphlets, etc., to be produced by 
the time the 100th anniversary of 
THE WAR is over. A booklet of 18 
pages this accurately pictures, de- 
scribes, measures, and sometimes 
describes usage of the principal small 
arms used during the Civil War; it 
tabulates similar data for the Field 
Artillery Siege and Garrison Artil- 
lery, Seacoast Artillery, and in the 
last few pages illustrates and des- 
cribes the more commonly used ar- 
tillery projectiles. Most everything 
mentioned in the text is illustrated 
either directly or by inference in 
well delineated line drawings, enough 
so as to make an “expert” of any- 
one reading it. If you’re like I am 
you have a difficult time keeping 
much of the Civil War material 
straight, and this handy adjunct will 
make it easy for you to do so. There 
are a total of 47 line drawings.

There are few collectors of armour, 
fewer armourers marks on the speci- 
mens in their collections, and still 
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fewer books about both of them. This 
book, at least, does something to re- 
medy the last category. The work 
is almost entirely a “picture book” 
in that 126 of its 144 pages are 
devoted to what we assume are rub- 
bings, tracings and free-hand draw- 
ings taken from armour, swords and 
firearms. Rather unfortunately, none 
of these processes turn out too well 
because the originals are so small— 
and thus there is a considerable var- 
iance in such quality in this work. 
The subject matter is treated alpha- 
betically by country, about as sen- 
sible and practical a method one can 
find, unless one were to list marks 
by subject matter, a difficult and 
expensive method albeit a desirous 
one. A listing by country does re- 
quire that the interested searcher 
must check through “all” the coun- 
tries to find a mark such as he has 
on his collection piece. 

Though listed by title as a book 
on armourer’s marks, this work takes 
in this group, gunsmith marks, proof 
marks, swordsmiths, and staff arms. 
There is also a large grouping of uni- 
dentified marks, some with and 
others without any information. 

have been told by authorities, 
with a better knowledge than my- 
self, that there are errors in this 
work, and there probably are, but for 
my part, as one without a good re- 
cord of armourer’s marks, I find this 
a welcome addition to my library in 
that it assembles much similar in- 
formation within one source where it 
is easily accessible.

A great many Americans are own- 
ers of Japanese swords, but very few 
might be called collectors of same. 
Most are of the variety known as 
“war-time” collectors, and perhaps 
a goodly portion of these have long 
ago lost interest in their acquisition. 
Fortunately for the Japanese sword 
and the field of weapons collecting in 
general there are some who wish to 
perpetuate the fine craftsmanship 
which went into so many of these. 
Such a person is the Japanese-Am- 
erican, John M. Yumoto of Califor- 
nia, the author of this work. A 
member of the Japan Society for the 
Preservation of the Samurai Sword 
and the Northern California Sword 
Club, he has studied in Japan in the 
various schools and under various 
masters, and so is able to write 
with more than “book knowledge.” 
This work covers history, types, 
sword furniture, styles, various 
means of construction, schools, iden- 
tification, evalution, care and main- 


tenance. A section also deals with 
the actual process of making a 
sword.

THE GUNSMITH, by Henry J. Kauff- 
man. 


Our first copy of this was seen 
at Old Sturbridge Village, and for 
some reason we thought it was be- 
ing published under their auspices. 
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However, this is not so, and it is 
available from various book dealers 
(Ray Riling above mentioned) and 
from the CENTURY HOUSE, Wat- 
kins Glen, N.Y., for $1.00. The work 
covers the 18th century. and early 
nineteenth century, when firearms, 
particularly sporting arms, were still 
much made in individual gunshops. 
Mr. Kauffman has written much on 
early American gunmakers, particu- 
larly those of the Pennsylvania area, 
and so knows a good deal about 
them. This short work of 56 pages 
takes in the tools of the blacksmith 
and gunsmith (the two were often 
interchangeable) and then the work 
done on the various component parts 
of a firearm. Thus we have such 
headings as The Gun Shop, Barrel 
Making, Lock Making, Stock Making, 
etc., each taking in a slight resume 
of what went into the operation, the 
tools involved and references which 
portray such work. There are many 
illustrations taken from photograph, 
line drawings and woodcuts from 
such sources as Diderot’s 18th cen- 
tury Encyclopedia. Many tools are 
illustrated and the author lists the 
inventories of the tools left either 
in the wills or listed in the works 
of various gunsmits, thus we have 
a pretty good idea of what was used.

Writ- 
ten primarily with the miniature 
soldier collector, maker and colorer 
in mind, it goes into considerable 
detail in describing such things as 
facings, braid, belting and accoutre- 
ments. These are a real challenge 
to any collector or colourist since 
they came about for the most part 
without reason, and certainly with- 
out color harmony in mind. Too, 
radical and unreasonable changes 
were often made with the decimation 
of a regiment, its absorption into an- 
other, its change of designation, and 
the utilization of existing equipment 
to outfit new or old units. 

There are many line drawings both 
of equipment and of fully-dressed 
soldiers, there are descriptions of 
weapons and illustrations of them, 
there is a section dealing with horse 
equipment and saddlery, and a biblio- 
graphy of sources. 

One cannot look through this work 
without a feeling of nostalgia for the 
Glory That Was France.

Medicine of the Acomas 


Sickness, like flies, can be brushed 
away. Such, at least, is the opinion 
of the “people of the white rock.” 
These are the Acoma Indians of New 
Mexico, a Pueblo tribe, whose village 
js the oldest town in the United 
States. It is on top of a rock mesa, 
357 feet high, about 60 miles west of 
the Rio Grande. 


The pueblo has been inhabited con- 
tinuously at least since 1539, when 
it first was visited by a Spanish mis- 
sionary. There is every likelihood 
that it was a quite old settlement at 
that time. 


Some of the peculiar “medicine” 
still more or less prevalant among 
the Acoma is described by the late 
Dr. Frances Densmore, Smithsonian 
Institution research associate, in a 
publication on Pueblo music issued 
by the Institution’s Bureau of Am- 
erican Ethnology. 


The medicine man who is giving 
the treatment “dances around the 
sick person and brushes his flesh 
with eagle feathers, beginning at his 
head and brushing downward to his 
feet. The feathers used in the treat- 
ment are the longest wing feathers 
of the eagle and the medicine man 
holds two in each hand. 


“Having passed the feathers over 
the flesh of the sick person, he 
‘knocks the sickness out of the fea- 
thers,’ repeating the action at fre- 
quent intervals during the treatment. 
He has four to ten assistant medicine 
men. They shake gourds and join 
him in the songs.” 


The Acoma medical practice, how- 
ever, usually is somewhat more com- 
plicated. Writes Dr. Densmore: 
“Every medicine man has a dish call- 
ed aiwuna yisti which he uses in the 
public treatment of the sick. Into 
this bowl the medicine man puts a 
substance made from a snake. He 
claims that by looking into the bow] 
he receives clairvoyant power... 
The bow! is covered during part of 
his performance and he removes the 
cover when desiring to increase his 
power or knowledge.” 


A treatment of the eye was des- 
cribed to Dr. Densmore by an Acoma 
woman who claimed that she and var- 
ious neighbors had been benefited by 
it. The treatment was given by a 
medicine woman who “cleansed her 
mouth, chewed a certain medicine, 
and then put her tongue into the eye 
of the patient. Certain persons made 


a specialty of this treatment of the 
eye.” 


A peculiar importance, Dr. Dens- 
more relates, is given by the Acoma 
to persons who have been struck by 
lightning. They alone are allowed 
to treat dislocated or broken bones. 


It was said that when lightning 
strikes a man he is supposed to be 
killed but that he will be “put to- 
gether by the lightning” if another 
member of the tribe does not see him 
before the thunder sounds. For this 
reason the Acoma tell each other not 
to look at a companion if he is be- 
lieved to have been struck. “Close 
your eyes and wait for the thunder,” 
they say to each other. 


A man who has been struck by 
lightning is believed to be “ini- 
tiated.” He is taken in charge by a 
man who has been previously struck, 
who guards him for four days. Dur- 
ing this time the man stays alone 
and purifies himself with medicine. 
The members of the group — all 
others who have been struck by 
lightning—take turns in massaging 
his body, and one man of the group 
adopts him as a son. He is allowed 
no food during the treatment. 


On the fourth day he is allowed 
to eat and go outdoors, and, after 
performing various ceremonial acts, 
he is accepted as a bone specialist 
for the rest of his life. As a sign 
of authority, however, he must be 
able to show the scar made by the 
lightning on his body. The man 
who has taken him as a son goes 
with him to the place of the acci- 
den in search for the “flint tip of the 
lightning bolt.” The Acoma believe 
that every bolt has a flint tip. When 
it is found it becomes a fetish of 
the man struck by lightning. When 
treating a fracture he presses this 
over the affected part. 


In setting the fracture, he uses a 
splint from a tree that has been 
struck by lightning. He binds the 
broken bone with this splint and 
leaves it in place until the bone has 
had time to heal. He then removes 
the splint, massages the flesh with 
the “medicine” of his cult, and re- 
places the splint. 


Most Acoma treatments for any 
sort of sickness are accompanied by 
appropriate songs, of which Dr. 
Densmore gives musical scores and 
translations. 
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ANTHROPOLOGICAL NOTES 


In the high mountains of China’s 
Szechwan province near the Tibetan 
border dwells a race of worshippers 
of seventeen gods, whose temples 
are in or near sacred groves, and 
who long have been reputed to be 
“lost Israelites” because of supposed 
similarities in their ways of life and 
their religious practices to some de- 
scribed in the Old Testament. 

This idea was shattered in a re- 
port of detailed anthropological in- 
vestigations among the somewhat 
enigmatic Ch’iang people by Dr. 
David C. Graham, Smithsonian In- 
stitution collaborator of Englewood, 
Colo., in a report published by 
the Institution. When a trained eth- 
nologist investigates the reports, Dr. 
Graham stresses, the supposed He- 
brew likenesses, both physical and 
cultural, appear quite superficial and 
incidental. They have been misin- 
terpreted, he found, by missionaries 
who in some cases were misled de- 
liberately by the people themselves. 


Physically, Dr. Graham says, the 
Ch’iang — although differing mark- 
edly from neighboring Chinese—al- 
most certainly are members of the 
Tibetan-Burmese branch of the yel- 
low race with no really distinctive 
Caucasian characteristics which 
would link them with the Old Testa- 
ment Semites. The supposed simil- 
arities in religious rites disappear 
when minutely investigated. 

The argument, he points out, has 
been based primarily on the assertion 
that they are worshippers of a single 
deity, constituting an isolated island 
of monotheists in the middle of a 
sea of races of polytheists. This 
belief, he found, is due largely to 
the reports of Dr. Thomas Torrance, 
long a missionary among the Ch’iang. 
He was respected and loved by the 
people, and leaders deceived him to 
avoid incurring his disapproval or 
getting into arguments. Some of 
them admitted as much to Dr. Gra- 
ham. 

“The Ch’iang,” he says, “are not 
monotheists and there is no definite 
evidence that they ever have been. 
The writer has interviewed a large 
number of Ch’iang men, both priests 
and laymen, and every one of them 
has affirmed or given evidence that 
the Ch’iang believe in and worship 
many gods, besides believing that 
the gods of other racial groups are

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real gods and worshipping them 
when they wish to do so. Many have 
given lists of the Ch’iang gods, 
which after checking and rechecking, 
were found to be approximately 
correct.” 

This, however, should not be in- 
terpreted as evidence of the non- 
existence of Chinese Jews, Smith- 
sonian anthropologists say. Until 
very recently, at least, there were 
small groups in China who followed 
quite precisely the rituals of the 
Hebrew religion although physically 
they no longer show any evidence 
whatsoever of Jewish blood. The 
Ch’iang story, however, is quite dif- 
ferent. Another bit of the formerly 
adduced evidence, however, holds up 
in part. “The people, like the Lolos, 
the Miao and many other non-Chi- 
nese ethnic groups in West China, 
do not make and ‘worship graven 
images’ of their own gods although 
they come very near to it in the 
propitiating rites of the priests to 
the king of demons, whose head is 
sometimes carved on the tops of the 
sacred canes, and by the worship 
of Abba Mula, the patron deity of 
the priests. The Ch’iang do worship 
as real, living deities the images of 
Chinese and Tibetan gods.” 

“There are,’ Dr. Graham _ says, 
“five great gods among whom the 
sky god is generally recognized as 
the supreme god. There are twelve 
lesser deities, many local and special 
gods and some trees and stones are 
actually worshipped as gods. Chi- 
nese gods, with or without images, 
are regarded and worshipped as real 
and living deities. 

“Sacrifices are offered to the gods 
to secure their favors, in payment 
of vows or fulfillment of promises. 
In the spring there is a ceremony 
in which the gods are asked for 
good crops, rain, ant a prosperous 
year, and promised that in return 
there will be gifts or offerings later 
in the year, generally in the fall.

Hawaii, Our 50th State 


Hawaii, our fiftieth state, is beau- 
tiful on cards as in fact. Hawaii is 


made up of eight large islands: Ha- 
waii, Oahu, Molokai, Maui, Kauai, 
and three smaller islands. Hono- 


lulu, the capital, is on the Island of 
Oahu. Hilo, now the second largest 
city, is on the Kast coast of the 
largest island, Hawaii.

tain Cook, after the Earl of Sand- 
wich. 

Originally these islands were ruled 
over by native royalty. Later the 
Hawaiian Islands came under the in- 
fluence of England, and the lower 
islands under that of France. The 
native languages were loosely related 
among the Islands but they were 
spoken dialects only and were not 
written. Today English is the most 
spoken, and is the official language 


in Hawaii. French is the language, 
as well as the influence, farther 
south. 


The Hawaiian Islands were united 
in 1795 as one kingdom under Ka- 
mehameha I. His son sought ties 


with England and the United States. 
Kamehameha II and his queen both 
died in England while on a royal 
visit. Their bodies were returned to 
Hawaii on a royal battleship. 

Queen Victoria entertained another 
Kamehameha (IV) and Queen Emma, 
and was Godmother to the little 
prince. Kamehameha IV and Emma 
established the Church of England in 
the Islands. Later King Kalakana 
with Queen Kapiolani, and his sis- 
ter Princess Liliuokalani, visited in 
England to attend Queen Victoria’s 
Jubilee. 

Kalakana died in the United 
States, and his sister became queen 
in 1891. In 1895 she renounced her

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throne, and Hawaii was a republic 
until its annexation. Queen Liliuo- 
kalani was gracious and well loved. 
She was the author and composer 
of the song “Aloha Oc.” 

In 1896 the Republic of Hawaii 
approved annexation to the United 
States. Then, as now, we postponed 
and dallied, but in August of 1898, 
Congress approved Hawaii as a ter- 
ritory. Now, 61 years later, she has 
finally become our 50th state. 

Hawaii, strangely enough, had au- 
thorized post cards before we had 
them. During the days of republic 
there were picture post cards; and 
all the cards used before June, 1900, 
bore Hawaiian stamps. 

Another odd thing was that, until 
the time of the First World War, the 
words “Private Mailing Card” re- 
mained on the cards from the Is- 
lands, although they gave way to the 
words “Post Card” in the United 
States. These cards are not too 
rare, and should not go up in price 
just because of the wording. 

With Hawaii’s annexation the Is- 
lands became a_ tourists’ mecca. 
Cards from there — colorful views 
of the natural scenery, views of the 
royal family, Hawaii’s Coat-of-Arms, 
stamps of the country, events in her 
history — have been sent in great 
numbers all over the world. 

The general post card craze which 
struck the rest of the world about 
that time made no exception of Ha- 
waii. Their cards are found among 
all the categories of odd and beauti- 
ful cards. Many of them, however, 
are found among the miscellaneous 
keepsakes of people who have never 
even heard of post card collecting as 
such. 

There was no “First Day of Is- 
sue” practice on stamps and post- 
marks at the time Hawaii was an- 
nexed, but now it would be bright 
to put away.a few of the present 
time issues. They will be important 
items in a collection in the future. 

Many of the early Hawaiian cards 
were issued by the Island Curio Shop 
(James Steiner), Honolulu; by the 
Hawaiian and South Seas Curio Co.; 
and by Wall, Nicholls & Co., Ltd. 
Many or most of these cards were 
published in Germany. By 1910, 
however, Mitchell cards became the 
best sellers. 

One old card pictures the palace in 
the day of annexation. One card in 
our own possession comes from the 
days of the republic. It shows the 
Harbor of Honolulu, with space be- 
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neath for message, and it has a 
grey-green thumb sketch in the up- 
per right hand corner with the words, 
“Aloha Nui.” 

Another old card is the Royal 
Hawaiian Coat-of-Arms. We have 
seen this Private Mailing Card both 
with a divided, and an undivided 
back. The coloring is slightly dif- 
ferent. The older card has a dull 
green where the newer card is light 
yellow. 

The older card was scorched across 
one end. This is quite interesting, 
and we had the card for a number 
of years before we realized the signi- 
ficance. Our card had been exposed 
to the fires of an active volcano. The 
Voleano of Kilauea was very active 
around 1905. 

It was a regular custom to take 
post cards, before mailing, away out 
into the crater and scorch them at 
a place known as Pele’s Kitchen. 
This custom was continued until

inactive for a long time. 

We have oid cards of Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, of Honolulu’s annua! floral 
parade, of flower vendors, of the 
former king’s palace, and the gate- 
way to the palace grounds. We 
also have Hawaiian residents in Ho- 
nolulu, an early hula-hula dancer, 
the Kahului Harbor, and the crater 
of the Volcano of Kilauea. 

There were several series of cards 
of Hawaii’s colorful fish made by 
early publishers. The cards of one 
of these series were given away at 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 

Cards have been issued of Hawaii’s 
Flag and her Coat-of-Arms. There 
are cards also of her Coat-of-Arms 
with Hawaiian and American Flags 
crossed. 

Although the kingdom became a 
republic in 1898, Queen Liliuokalani 
was, for years, popular on post cards. 
Many of these cayds were made in 
Germany for Hawaii and South Seas, 
Wall & Nicholls, and Island Curio. 
Queen Liliuokalani is also found on 
several views among the earliest na- 
tive cards. Some of these were pub- 
lished by the Hilo Drug Co. and 
were hand-painted in Japan. They 
are rare, having been sold only on 
the big Island. 

There are cards showing Princess 
Kaiulani who was very beautiful, and 
Prince Kuhio who was delegate to 
Washington over a long period. With 
the election of senators and congress- 
men, these delegates became a part 
of the past history of Hawaii. 

As the years went on Mitchell, 
Souvenir, and Tuck made the most 
popular Hawaiian cards. Early Ha- 
waiian cards were often multiple 
view. One view that is in demand 
is that of Onomea Arch, which col- 
lapsed on May 24th, 1956. Like our 
Prospect Point in Niagara Falls, it 
succumbed to the passage of time. 

During the ’20’s, ’30’s, and ’40’s, 
Kropp and Curteich were making 
cards for the Island Curio Co. These 


were among the first we received 
when we began our own collection. 

There were views of the pineapple 
fields near Honolulu, and of picking 
and crating pineapples; there were 
Pink Shower, Golden Shower, Royal 
Poinciana, and Hala trees. One card 
sent by a Japanese girl in Honolulu 
was censored. 

Two cards shows the beautifully 
landscaped L.D.S. Mormon Temple at 
Laie, Oahu. Two cards mailed in 
1920 from the Scofield Barracks 
viewed the Alexander Young Hotel 
in Honolulu and the Alakea Wharf. 

Makee Island in Kapiolani Park 
in Honolulu, surf riding, casting, 
crimson sunsets, Nuuanu Pali — 
windward, Rainbow Falls near Hilo, 
a blow hole in the rocks by the sea, 
Kamehameha Avenue at Hilo, and 
the Pali are accounted for on many 
cards of this middle period. So are 
the Moana Hotel, the Aloha Tower, 
the Capitol (formeriy the palace), 
and a number of beautiful hula-hula 
girls. 

The modern Hawaii cards are most 
colorful. First were the Roberts 
Color Cards. The oldest we have 
is a Wesco Color Card with the 
trade-ma~k of three little planes in- 
side a little circle. 

One is Hawaiian Cliffs near Ho- 
nolulu, and one is Iao Needle in the 
Island of Maui. Its steep sides were 
scaled by warriors in their last stand 
against the invading army of Ka- 
mehameha, and by the conquerors 


“who threw those warriors from the 


cliffs. Kamehameha conquered the 
lesser islands and became Kameha- 
meha I of the United Kingdom. 

A Hawaiian color card shows Hal- 
kulain Hotel on Waikiki Beach. Two 
newer Roberts Hawaiian Color Cards 
distributed by Movie Supply of Ha- 
waii show a tree-climber on a mag- 
nificent cocoanut tree, and a view 
of dining on the Coral Lanai shaded 
by ancient Hau trees. Both views 
show Diamond Head in the _ back- 
ground. 


Other Natural Color Cards include 
Aerial View of Honolulu, Waikiki 
Beach, and the Moana Hotel, Royal 
Poinciana Tree, Mauna Kea Crater, 
Cherry Blossom Festival Time, Is- 
land Beauty surrounded by Orchids, 
and the Black Sands of Kalapana — 
a beach with jet black sands made 
from disintegrated lava. 

Rainbow Falls near Hilo, the Gol- 
den Island “Kauai,” Aloha Tower, 
Johnny Watkins—famous singer of 
Island songs, a Lei maker, Aloha 
Day celebrations with the pageantry 
of King Kamehameha’s Warriors, 
Waikiki Beach, and a beautiful Ha- 
waiian maiden with leis are also 
on these cards. 

Many of the newer cards come 
from Mirrochrome “Nani Lii,” Na- 
tural Color Cards. Some of them 
picture the Royal Hawaiian Hotel, 
Johnston Island Grade School, Surf 
Riders at Waikiki, Hilo and Mauna 
Kea, the National Cemetery in the 
ancient Punchbowl Crater overlook- 
ing Honolulu, Black Sands Beach, 
and 1950 Eruption of Mauna Loa. 

Others show a Hawaiian feather 
cape presented by Kamehameha IV 
to Lady Jane Franklin, widow of 
the famous Arctic explorer. This 
cape is now in the Bernice Bishop 
Museum in Honolulu. Also on cards 
are Haleakala Crater in Hawaii Na- 
tional Park, Outrigger Canoe surf- 
ing, the beautiful Mormon Temple, 
the Needles in Iao Valley, a Luau 
(feast), Hawaiian serenaders by the 
S.S. Lurline, and the Queen of Flow- 
ers on a beautiful float. 

Union Oil has made a number of 
Hawaiian Views. Those we have in- 
clude: Hawaiian Sunset; Surf riding 
at Waikiki; Diamond Head; Ripe cof- 
fee beans; Fern Forest in Hawaii 
National Forest; Nuuani Poli, a 1200 
foot precipice with car lookout at 
the end of the road; Black Sands; 
Hilo Harbor; Bishop Street in Hono- 
lulu; and a new view of the Harbor.

MINERALOGY AND 
OTHER HOBBIES 


Social anthropologist, art expert 
and collector, physiologist and profes- 
sor of biology, all in one. This para- 
doxical man is Dr. Leland C, Wy- 
man of Jamaica Plain, Mass., a mem- 
ber of the faculty at Boston Univer- 
sity’s College of Liberal Arts, whose 
diversity of interests and taients, in 
this modern age of specialization, 
makes him a 20th century version 
of the Renaissance man. 

Behind the doors of his home in 
Jamaica Plain, Mass., the evidence of 
his many interests, and those of his 
equally versatile wife, is everywhere 
apparent. 

Their home resembles a small mu- 
seum, with all available space occu- 
pied by display cases and drawers 
containing the Wyman’s many ex- 
cellent collections. The walls are cov- 
ered with part of their collection of 
200-300 Indian and Persian miniature 
paintings and drawings and 50-60 
American Indian paintings. 

So extensive have their hobbies be- 
come over the years that the Wy- 
mans now have a considerable space 
problem in their home accommodai- 
ing them all. 

If mutual interests are a prescrip- 
tion for wedded bliss,.the Wymans 
are certainly a case in point, hav- 
ing been married 39 years. During 
that time, they have developed and 
shared together their many and varied 
hobbies,

man’s study and also houses two more 
of his collections. Two walls of the 
room are completely covered by 
glassed display cases containing his 
large mineral collection. More than 
4200 different mineral, collected in 
the course of his extensive travels 
around the world, are represented. 
At his desk, the versatile Dr. Wy- 
man works on his extensive stamp 
collection, which overflows six large 
volumes. His collection of Danish 
stamps is complete and stands as a 
monument to the correspondence with 
his wife’s family (Mrs. Wyman came 
to this country from Denmark at the 
age of 18). His collection of United

States stamps is almost complete. Be- 
tween the ever-growing mineral and 
stamp collections, Dr. Wyman stands 
in danger of eventually being squeezed 
out of his study. 

A visitor to the Wyman museum- 
house, upon entering the living room, 
would first be struck by the framed 
miniature paintings from Indian and 
Persian manuscripts that line the 
walls. This representative collection 
includes works dating from the 12th 
century to the present. 

Large glass-covered cases are 
packed with portions of the Wyman’s 
collection of small Indian, Persian, 
Chinese, Mexican and American In- 
dian artifacts, some of them dating 
as early as 2,000 B.C, Although they 
have never attempted to count or cat- 
alog these works of art, Dr. Wyman 
estimates that this collection numbers 
about 1,000 pieces. 

Apart from these pieces, Mrs. Wy- 
man has her own fine collection of 
Jade, as well as a collection of Amer- 
ican Indian jewelry. 

A few years ago, on one of their 
many trips abroad, the Wymans be- 
gan still another collection, bringing 
back with them some 100 Oriental 
bronzes. They now have some 400-500 
terra cotta and bronze art objects. 
Another display case in the living 
room contains part of Dr. Wyman’s 
collection of early Christian art, 
which includes icons from the sixth 
and seventh centuries. 

Even the floor in this room holds 
the visitor’s interest. The eye is im- 
mediately drawn to a large and very 
striking hooked rug. Instead of the 
traditional American designs, charac- 
teristic of this native craft, the rug 
is covered with colorful reprodue-

tions of paintings from an illumin- 
ated Indian manuscript of the Bha- 
gavad Gita. 

The rug’s intricate pattern was de- 
signed by Dr. Wyman and executed 
by his wife. This rug making team 
also collaborated on a second large 
rug, also done in an Oriental motif, 
that decorates the floor of their din- 
ing room. 

Hooking rugs is but one of Mrs. 
Wyman’s talents. She is by profes- 
sion a silversmith and goldsmith 
whose work is much in demand. 
Among the examples of her talent dis- 
played in the dining room is a strik- 
ing tea service of silver. 

A graduate of the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts School, Mrs. Wyman 
has converted an upstairs room into

a workshop where she turns out a 
wide range of gold and silver ob- 
jects from trays to jewelry. 

The second floor also houses most 
of Mrs. Wyman’s collection of jewel- 
ry, including an interesting selection 
of ancient Greek ornaments. 

The hobby that is largely respon- 
sible for this houseful of other hob- 
bies is travel. The Wymans are in- 
defatigable travelers. Until this year 
they had remained in New England 
only one summer since 1929. 

Traveling abroad regularly since 
1936, although in only the spartan 
accommodations a college professor’s 
modest salary permits, the versatile 
pair have covered large portions of 
Europe, the Middle East, and Asia. 
Africa they are saving until they re- 
tire, but they are already making 
plans to give it the kind of thorough 
coverage they have given the United 
States. 

Like many another traveler, Dr. 
Wyman became interested in photog- 
raphy and now has a collection of 
2000-3000 color slides of their travels. 


Early in their summer travels, the 
Wymans became interested in the In- 
dians of the American Southwest. For 
the pact quarter century they have 
trans'ated this interest into a seri- 
ous stndy of the customs and forms 
of avtistic expression of these vanish- 
ing races. 

Living for many summers around 
the Indians has made Dr. Wyman an 
amateur anthropologist of consider- 
ab'e note. He has had many scholar- 
ly papers on his Indian studies pub- 
lished and has become so respected 
an authority on Indian folkways that 
he now teaches a course on Indian 
cultures in Boston University. 

This is not the only course that the 
Livermore Falls, Maine, native teach- 
es outside his professional field of bi- 
ology and physiology. When time per- 
mits he lectures on the art of Per- 
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sia and India in the Department of 
Art of the College of Liberal Arts, 
and is a frequent speaker on the sub- 
ject to local groups. 

With the great variety of Dr. Wy- 
man’s interests, it is little short of 
amazing that he not only manages 
to maintain a full teaching load in 
the department of biology of the Uni- 
versity’s College of Liberal Arts, but 
is one of the University’s most pro- 
ductive researchers. 

At present he is engaged in several 
research projects in the field of phy- 
siology under grants from the U.S. 
Government, A member of numerous 
scientific societies, he has published 
more than 150 papers and mono- 
graphs in the field of physiology, since 
joining the faculty of Boston Uni- 
versity in 1922.

The “Roll of Arms,” published by 
the New England Historical Gene- 
alogical Society, ascribes to Nathaniel 
Felton of Salem, Mass.: “Gules two 
lions passant in pale ermine crowned

proper a mullet for difference.” Tiis 
same Armorial Bearing, including 
“the mullet for difference.” adorns a 


tablet erected 1925 in the south tran- 
sept of St. Nicholas Church at Great 
Yarmouth, England. 

This tablet is inscribed: “To the 
Glory of God and in memory of John 
Felton, a citizen of Great Yarmouth 
and a benefactor of this Church and 
Parish, He represented this ancient 
borough in two of Queen Elizabeth’s 
Parliaments, and three times filled 
the office of Bailiff. . . . Buried in 
the chancel of this church, March 11, 
1601. This tablet placed here by the 
descendants in the United States of 
America of his great-grandson Na- 
thaniel Felton who emigrated in 1633 
from Yarmouth to Salem in the Col- 
ony of Massachusetts Bay.” 

The position for a mark of differ- 
ence is in the center chief poini, 
where it is found on the tablet. The 
mullet indicates a third son in the 
English marks of cadency, but Na- 
thaniel was a‘second son, and his 
father, grandfather, and great-grand- 
father were all first sons, so the rea- 
son for the mullet escapes me. 

Nathaniel was the first, but not the 
only, Felton of this family to arrive 
in Massachusetts. Apparently, while 
still in his teens, he came over on 
a “scouting” expedition and returned 
to England with a favorable report. 
Shortly after his first trip, his mother 
(the “widow Felton”) and his uncie 
Benjamin with his wife Mary, his 
sisters Judith and Margaret, all ar- 
rived in New England. : 

Parish records of the Church of 
St. Nicholas at Great Yarmouth re- 
cord the marriage of John Felton 
(baptized there Jan 3, 1586) and EI- 
len Thrower on April 22, 1612; the 
baptism of their seven children; and 
the burial of John on March 17, 
1626-7. Nathaniel was baptized May 
10, 1615; Judith May 28, 1621; and 
Margaret December 17, 1623. Judith 
married about 1644 John Ingersoll 
of Salem, and Margaret married first 
Christopher Waller, and second Rob- 
ert Fuller.

FELTON Coat-of-Arms

Benjamin Felton, baptized St. Nich- 
olas Church Dec. 19, 1604, a son of 
John and Judith (Damrell/Dameron) 
Felton, was Nathaniel’s uncle, not his 
brother, as stated in some family his- 
tories. Benjamin married Mary Storey 
Sept. 2, 1628, and they had 3 daugh- 
ters born in England, and four oth- 
er children born after their arrival 
in New England; John, baptized Dec. 
26, 1639; Exercise who married Jo- 
seph Miles; Remember, baptized May 
28, 1643, married George Samon/ 
Salmon of Salem; and Benjamin, Jr., 
baptized Feb. 18, 1645-6. Benjamin, 
Sr., died in Salem about 1689. 

Nathaniel, the son of John (1586- 
1626-7) and Ellen (Thrower) Felton. 
married Mary Skelton, daughter of 
Rev. Samuel and his wife Susanna 
(Travis) Skelton. Rev. Samuel Skel- 
ton was the first minister at Salem 
and a member of the Governor’s 
Council. 

Mary was baptized June 28, 1627 
at Tattershall, England, and settled 
in Salem with her parents when about 
three years of age. She died May 8, 
1701, aged about 75 years. Nathaniel 
died four years later, July 30. 1705, 
at the age of 90. During his life 
in Salem, Nathaniel was a witness 
to many wills, deeds, and agreements, 
and served in many capacities, in- 
cluding constable, juryman, grand- 
juryman, ensign and lieutenant. 

Mary and John Felton had nine 
children: John (1645-1718) who mar- 
ried Mary Tompkins; Ruth, married 
to James Houlton; Mary, died young: 


Elizabeth, (1652-1731) married 
Thomas Watkins; Nathaniel, died 


young: Nathaniel. (again) married 
Anne Horne/Horn/Orne; Mary, born 
1657; Hannah. married Samuel En- 
dicott; and Susannah, baptized March 
29, 1665. 

On page 109 of the Felton Geneal- 
ogy (1935) by William Reid Felton 
there is the family record of Thom- 
ast Felton (Daniel®, Nathaniel 2, 1), 
and this notation: “His family Bible 
is in existence and contains the rec- 
ords of four generations of his fam- 
ily.” For those interested, the Bible 
records are in print and may be lo- 
cated in volume 57 of The Essex In- 
stitute Historical Collections (1921). 

On page 165 of this same genealogy 
by W. R. Felton. we find the record 
of Caroline’ Cornable, wife of Wil- 
liam Felton, If this is your line, 
you will be happy to know that her 
ancestry is published in the Cunna- 


bell, Conable or Connable Genealogy 
(1886) by John Cunnabell, and is 
carried back four generations to the 
first in this country. With the ortho- 
graphic variation, it might be diffi- 
cult to trace. 

Genealogical material on the Fel- 
tons has been compiled by Cyrus Fel- 
ton in 1877 and 1886; and in 1935 
by both W. R. Felton in his Felton 
Genealogy, and by Raymond Meyers 
Tingley in his book entitled Some An- 
cestral Lines. In the light of the ex- 
tended research and documented rec- 
ords of W. R. Felton, the other two 
works contain errors and they should 
be used with caution. 

It was first thought that Benjamin 
Felton was an older brother of Na- 
thaniel. If this were true then Na- 
thaniel would have been the third son 
of John and Ellen (Thrower) Felton 

. and “the mullet for difference” 
would be correct, 


INTERPRETATION 

Arms: Two lions passant in pale 
ermine crowned proper. 

The above Armorial Bearing for 
the FELTON family may be found em- 
blazoned in Burke’s Distinguished 
American Families and in The Fel- 
ton Genealogy (1985) by William 
Reid Felton. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield charged with 
two ermine lions in walking position 
(passant), one above the other (in 
pale), each with a crown of natural 
color (proper). 

The lion is the king of beasts, em- 
blematical of outstanding service to 
his country and deathless courage. 
The lion passant is said to represent 
majesty, clemency and _ circumspec- 
tion, However, it is not generally ac- 
cepted that the different attitudes 
indicate different attributes. 

Wade’s Symbolism of Heraldry 
(1898) states: “Some of the old her- 
alds give some variations in the mean- 
ings of the lion when borne passant 
(walking) or if saliant or leaping, 
etc. As they did not agree as to these 
definitions, we may now be spared 
from considering them. 

There can be no doubt that all such 
differences of attitude were introduced 
for the sake of variety and because 
so many persons were anxious to ob- 
tain the lion as an emblem.” Guillim, 
speaking of the lion, says: “It.is a 
lively image of a good soldier who 
must be valiant of courage, strong of 
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body, politic in council, and a foe to 
fear. 

The mural crown was of gold 
adorned with battlements and was 
given by the Romans to him who first 
mounted the breach in the walls of a 
besieged town or fortress. It is also 
applicable to the defender of a for- 
tress, or as a token of civic honour. 

When a crown or coronet is borne 
upon the shield as an heraldic charge, 
it is invariably so placed with sym- 
bolic intent, This may either have 
reference to the acquisition or de- 
fense of some earthly crown, or to 
the hope of inheriting one in a bright- 
er and happier world. 

Colors are personal characteristics 
granted only upon merit of the bear- 
er. Red signifies courage and magna- 
nimity; ermine, the fur lining of roy- 
al robes, purity and nobility. 

A complete Coat-of-Arms is com- 
prised of the shield on which are em- 
blazoned the charges granted as hon- 
ors; the knight’s helmet; the man- 
tling thrown over the helmet; the 
wreath or scarf, with six strands 
showing, which rests upon the head 
and supports the crest; the crest; 
and the motto. 

The bearing may be emblazoned 
without the crest or helmet, but it is 
not complete, because a knight al- 
ways went out clad in his full uni- 
form. Until a few generations ago, 
the type of helmet denoted rank, but 
artists are not holding to this ruling. 

The mantling was worn to protect 
the man’s neck from the sun’s rays, 
the armour from rust during rainy 
weather, and to foil the enemy’s 
sword. The artist may design his own 
mantling, but it must be painted 
the main color of the shield, lined 
with the main metal. The wreath’s 
six strands must be alternately metal 
and color.

Both rooms 


oldest Sherman son). 
have slanting ceilings. 

The Bath-room, right above Mrs. 
Sherman’s Blue Room, has a blue 
decorated tin tub. Water for the 
wash-stand comes through the spigot 
from a rear tank. Blue birds are 
painted on the wall. 

Jeff’s Room (now beyond the cen- 
ter tier of rooms) has a Harvard 
oar, a Princeten pennant, baseball 





bat, golf clubs, telescope, camera, but- 
terfly net, chess table, book-rack, 
lamp, bed, and two of Aunt Lucy’s 
burnt wood decorated dining chairs. 

The First Nursery is below Jeff’s 
Room. Here nurse Flossie bends over 
the cradle and baby Elinor, Tommie, 
three years old, stands on the gold 
canopy bed. Scottie occupies the 
settee. 

Beneath this is the Sewing Room 
with its spinning wheel, mirror, chest, 
and two sewing machines. One really 
treadles. At the other sits cousin 
Katie (made by Edith Flack Ackley 
—now Mrs. Stow Wengenroth of 
Greenport). 

Mr. Sherman’s Library is just be- 
low. He sits at the telephone table. 
His big desk has drawers that pull 





These two recently added rooms belong 

at the extreme left of my doll house. 
(See page 41) 

First floor, a Victorian Parlor of the 
1880’s-90’s. A friend presented me with 
a set of Victorian Parlor furniture played 
with by her forebears, also with two 
wooden dolls made in the 1700’s who 
have now .joined the Sherman family as 
Cousins Patience and Experience Horton. 

Second floor, a Balcony Room with 
typical dolls’ porch furniture of the 1903- 
10 period. Here Gwendolen Sherman 
Harriman and her husband, David Robert 
Harriman, are enjoying the phonograph 
with its handsome horn. A. H. C-B. 
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out, and a lid that raises. I filled 
the desk with tiny letters and 4” 
calling cards and invitations. In one 
cubby hole is his pistol. Gyppie, his 
dachshund, stands by the beautifully 
made marble top table. A book-case 
holds hand-sewn books and a _ bust 


figure. 
The Downstairs Sitting Room is 
next down. Gwendolen Sherman, 


young married daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sherman, has three children, 
Great Aunt Rose Mary has three, 
and Mrs. Sherman has three small 
ones still. Aunt Dinah has two, and 
a niece. So this Downstairs Sitting 
room not only gives the “hired help” 
a place to rest, but also furnishes a 
place for fraulein Governess Marga- 
retta to train the children. 

She is at the table now reading 
to Vesta, Joseph-Lee, Sarah-Lu, and 
Little Dillie. The piano is for their 
music. Blinkie, the yellow pussy, and 
Noddie, the black one, purr by the 
fireplace. 

The doll house grew again. A home- 
coming surprise from a visit with 
cousins, The two tiers of rooms just 
described were pushed apart and a 
central tier of rooms was put be- 
tween them. 

An Attic Room at the top, center, 
now separates the Bath-room and 
Jeff’s Room. In this Attic Room are 
trunks and boxes with linens and 
clothing — tiriy shirtwaists, chemises, 
capes, skirts, and men’s apparel. In 
the hat-box is a white plumed hat. 

Straight below is Virginia’s Room 
with pink wall-paper, maple furni- 
ture, marble topped chest holding tiny 
stoppered perfume bottles of real Li- 
ly-of-the-Valley perfume, chafing dish, 
field glasses in a case, a painted 
chair, a table with vase of flowers 
and lamp. Virginia Sherman, oldest 
daughter and Vassar graduate, is 
looking at herself in the long, tilting 
mirror. 

The Gold Drawing Room is be- 
neath. Here Aunt Daisy, always gay 
and dressed up, presides over the 
gold tea set at a table with a real 
alabaster top. Her sheet music waits 
on the gold piano with its globed side- 
lights and a golden goddess on top 
holds her light. The marble man by 
the fireplace is from Paris. The can- 
dles on the mantel can be really 
lighted. 

Here are handsome chairs, em- 
broidered curtains, and treasure cab- 
inet. On Christmas “My People” gath- 
ered about a tree under the precious 
central chandelier, The Sherman fam- 
ily increased fast at Christmas, what 
with Lew Bauman’s penny candy with 
penny dolls, the 2 for 5’s, 5 and 
10’s, and even 25¢ specials. 

The Family Sitting Room with the 
grandfather clock is one floor down. 
Jeff, the china-headed doll, is in an 
arm chair. Cousin Dority (another 
Edith Flack Ackley doll) sits on the 
couch pouring tea. Lloyd Sherman, 
the Little Colonel, stands with her 
banjo beside the grand piano which 
plays a tinkly tune. A wee cuckoo 
pops out of the cuckoo clock (and has 
for 50 years) when one pulls its 








as at 
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string. The bright tin fireplace, look- 
ing like silver filigree, has a pretend- 
fire. The kittens, Toodles and Noodles, 
play nearby. : 

A tiny Laundry is below, with Bet- 
sy, the laundress busy amid wash- 
tub, boiler, and a real wringer. To 
the left is the Butler’s Pantry with 
its cupboard of dishes and other tiny 
utensils, and Aunt Dinah’s Lily to 
do the butlery work. 

This completed the doll house with 
three tiers of rooms, five stories high. 
But my doll house wouldn’t stop 
growing. For in the 1940’s I joined 
a tiny-roomed, four-story doll house 
of the latter 1880’s marked “Dun- 
ham’s Cocoanut Doll House” to my 
doll house, on the right. 

Into this Dunham’s House went my 
doll “antiques’”—little Dresden china 
dolls of my mother’s, aunts, grand- 
mothers; some later 19th century par- 
lor and dining room sets, and an exqui- 
site china tea set from another old 
Southold Town family. Grandfather 
Randolph and Grandmother Loreny 
Sherman, with Samuel to care for 
them, moved in. So did Great Aunt 
Rose Mary with her children Gracie- 
Ellen and the twins, Diana Mallory 
and Gloria Gould. 

The top room became the Second 
Nursery. The doll is Gracie-Ellen. 
Pussy occupies the best chair. 

The Grandparents Parlor is below. 
On the couch are Great Aunt Rose 
Mary and her twins. The table holds 
a lovely glass bowl. About the room 
are beautiful chairs. 

In the Grandparents Dining Room 
next floor down, Samuel is looking 
over the table, sideboard, and cup- 
board with its precious little dishes. 
An elk’s head hunting trophy is on 
the wall. ~ 

On down is the Grandparents Room 
with its wainscoting and simple fur- 
niture, Grandfather and Grandmoth- 
er must be “baby sitting,” for a cra- 
dle is at hand. A coal scuttle makes 
sure they have a fuel supply to keep 
cozy warm. 

But the Dunham House stil] wasn’t 
enough. I had an antique doll’s easel 
and palette, and Aunt Lucy Patricia 
Meadowbrook was an artist so, I 
had to have a Studio Parlor for her 
and her sister, Aunt Alice Roosevelt. 
I put it beneath the Dunham House. 

Aunt Alice Roosevelt sits back by 
the fine painting in the ornate gold 
frame. But Aunt Lucy Patricia Mea- 
dowbrook sits close to the easel which 
holds the miniature painting of a 
loch and the highlands of Scotland

conducted by members of the family. 
Those in the sacred groves are al- 
ways conducted by the priest, assist- 
ed by laymen as masters of cere- 

monies. 

“In the sacred groves one of the 
most common sacred trees is the oak. 
The sacred white stone is considered 
to be holy and a likely and appro- 
priate place near which one may 
worship his gods and enjoy actual 
communion with them. These white 
stones generally cap the shrines in 
sacred groves, in the temples and 
on housetops. They also are placed 
on the tops of graves and on walls 
built before the main doors of hous- 
es to keep away demons.” 

To understand and interpret these 
practices, Dr. Graham stresses, it is 
necessary to learn as much as pos- 
sible about the cultures and _his- 
tories of Chinese, Tibetans, and oth- 
er ethnic groups in Central Asia. 

“There is no evidence,” he con- 
cludes, “that the Ch’iang are des- 
cendants of the Hebrews. All the 
evidence is to the contrary. Their 
language, customs, and_ physical 
characteristics indicate that they be-

The Story Behind the Back

PART I 


The hobby of playing card collect- 
ing was originally a much more lim- 
ited one. Collector; were interested 
chiefly in the face designs of the 
cards, and in acquiring complete 
decks of thee. 

However, since the development of 
elaborate back designs, and the grad- 
ual standardization of the faces, the 
collecting of single card backs has 
spread throughout the world—and is 
continually growing in popularity, It 
is a hobby which envelopes much of 
a country’s history, intrigue, and 
romance, as can be evidenced by the 
development of these cards. 

Decorations on the backs is a rath- 
er recent innovation, generally speak- 
ing, inasmuch as most of the early 
packs of cards had backs which were 
quite plain and uninteresting, with- 
out design or coloring. These conven- 
tional white-backed cards were used 
for many and varied purposes. 

In 1729, during a national emer- 
gency, they were w-el at money. ina 
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the days prior to the Amer'can Rev- 
olution, it was the custom to use 
them as cards of invitation to teas, 
assemblies, and balls. 

Often they were quartered for use 
as visiting cards, not only in this 
country but also in France. The ear- 
liest known card of invitation in 
America was sent to Mrs, Jeykell in 
cosmopolitan Philadelphia in 1749. 

She was the granddaughter of the 
first mayor of the city, and the wife 
of Sir Joseph Jeykell, secretary to 
Queen Anne. The invitation reads 
“The gentlemen of the army pre-ent 
their compliments to Mrs. Jeykell, and 
beg the favor of her company to a 
ball at the State House on Monday 
next.” 

In 1765 these plain-backed “paste- 
boards” were used as admission cards 
to the classes at the University of 
Pennsylvania. In the latter part of 
1790 they were used for mounting sil- 
houettes; one of Joseph Hopkinson, 
who wrote, “Hail, Columbia,” at the 
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end of the century, appears on the 
back of a playing card, and is thought 
to be Peale’s work. 

In 1798 Charles Fraser, “the young 
Carolinian,” did a pen-and-ink sketch 
of George Washington on the back 
of a 10 of diamonds. Another inter- 
esting and historical back is the writ- 
ten invitation to a party honoring 
that great President’s birthday in 
1792. 

The backs of French cards in the 
early 1800’s showed a marbled de- 
sign in pink; this was also a charac- 
teristic of German cards of the time. 
However, as early as 1550 Vienna 
used very simple flower designs, and 
it is noted that in 1570 there ap- 
peared in Germany cards with a con- 
ventional all-over back design. 

Italian cards from the first have 
differed from those of other coun- 
tries in several respects. From the be- 
ginning, the backs have been dec- 
orated with wood block designs of 
figures, flowers, or sometimes a Coat- 
of-arms. 

The cards themselves were often 
heavy and inflexible, the paper on the 
back being folded over to make a 
raised border around the face of the 
card. Often this border was dotted 
or checked. An early 18th century se- 
ries of 78 cards, the Bologna tarots, 
made by Francesco Gaetano Ghirar- 
di, show the backs with a woodcut 
of a butcher carrying his wares on a 
pole over “his~*shotlder, and titled 
“Al Mondo.” - 

The backs of Russian cards show 
work: that.is done with great preci- 
sion, the colors of which are rich and 
beautiful. They are reminiscent of 
Russian embroideries, conventional in 
design, and excellent in taste and in- 
dividuality. =

Clulow, F.R.G.S., of London, and 
read by him before the Society of 
Arts on May 8, 1889, in London, he 
says, “I place America first, and next 
Russia, in the excellence of their ma- 
terials and their methods of manufac- 
ture.” 

In England in the early 1800's, 
Hardy & Sons issued cards with the 
backs stained yellow instead of the 
conventional white. Reynolds & Sons 
used a pattern in red and white for 
the backs of their cards about 1845, 
and a few years later showed a de- 
sign in white and gold with a harp 
in the center. 

De la Rue decorated their card 
backs with a bunch of violets in soft 
colors. about 1860, and others of this 
same period show beautiful conven- 
tional designs. Decoration of the backs 
has been a special feature of the 
playing cards manufactured in Eng- 
land in the last hundred years, It 
had its first really artistic develop- 
ment under De la Rue and Company 
in London. 

Mr. Owen Jones was their artist, 
and for his designs he chose the best 
from all countries and times for his 
inspiration. The book of his original 
designs is in the collection of the 
U.S. Playing Card Company in Cin- 
cinnati, each design “as fine and ex- 
quisite as a piece of Chinese porce- 
lain, Persian tile, or old French nee- 
dlework.” 

Soon after Queen Victoria’s acces- 
sion to the throne in 1837, the “Roy- 
al Historical Game of Cards” was is- 
sued which showed uninteresting 
backs of red-and-green plaid, but it 
was not too many years later that 
the backs of England’s playing cards 
took on more interest and began to 
portray events of history. In 1897 
Goodall issued cards commemorating 
Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee. 
These have an excellent portrait of 
the Queen on the back. 

Each succeeding monarch has been 
pictured on the backs of cards, in- 
cluding their crowns, crests, royal 
regiments, and other pertinent royal 
symbols. Likewise, the royalty of oth- 
er countries, including France, Den- 
mark, Sweden. and Spain have been 
portrayed on the backs of cards. 

Historical events and places of in- 
terest were coming to the fore in 
England at about the same time, on 
the backs of playing cards. In 1887 
the Worshipful Company of Makers 
of Playing Card:«, all master card- 
makers of the city of London, pre- 
sented each “liveryman” with “two 
presentation packs in a leather case,” 
specially designed and printed for the 
occasion of the inauguration of the 
Master and Wardens. 

Each year thereafter limited issues 
of only 150 packs, reportedly, were 
put out for private distribution, 
which probably accounts for their 
scarcity. The designs for the backs of 
these cards are selected from public 
competition. They show the Arms and 
Motto of the Company worked into a 
decoration symbolic of the outstand- 
ing event in each succeeding year of 
England’s history.

Natural 
History 


“NATURE’S 
MOST SPECTACULAR 
PHENOMENA” 


It now may be possible to predict 
Florida’s “red tide,” one of nature’s 
most spectacular phenomena, months 
in advance. 

Scientists of the University of Mi- 
ami have arrived at a complicated 
formula combining oceanographic 
and weather data which attempts to 
forecast conditions suitable for explo- 
sive expansion of a species of micro- 
scopic water plant responsible for the 
outbreaks which color waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico red, kill millions of 
fish, and fill the air with an irritat- 
ing “gas”. It can, at least, forecast 
years when the “red tide” will prob- 
ably not occur and years when it 
is likely to occur. 

This is revealed by Dr. F. G. Wal- 
ton Smith of the International Ocean- 
ographic Foundation of Coral Gables. 
Fla., in an article published in the 
most recent Annual Report of the 
Smithsonian Institution.

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the organism responsible for the 
phenomenon has been known, It is 
a species of microscopic plant-like 
organisms, the dinoflagellates. Or- 
dinarily it is not particularly abun- 
dant. In outbreak years, however, as 
many as 60,000,000 individuals have 
been found in a pint of water. It is 
described as “a four-lobed blob of 
almost naked protoplasm with a 
whiplike flagellum trailing from one 
end. Although practically transpar- 
ent, the organism carries oval-shaped 
objects which give it color. It se- 
cretes a slimy substance from its sur- 
face and, in huge concentrations of 
a red tide, this gives the water the 
consistency of a thin syrup.” 

It is now well established, the re- 
port points out, that this organism, 
Gymnodinium brevis (now known to 
Floridans as Jim Brevis), is a viru- 
lent poison for small fishes, mollusks, 
and other marine life. During one of 
the great fluxes of the dinoflagellate 
these are killed by the millions. An 
extremely disagreeable. odor comes 
from their deccmposing bodies which 
renders West Florida beach resorts 
quite unpleasant and is extremely 
serious for the winter tourist. 

Even worse is the irritating “gas”. 
Samples of sea water from a red- 
tide outbreak were heated nearly to 
the boiling point. The vapor given 
off was found to cause coughing and 
sneezing. The same effect is produced 
by small particles thrown into the 
air by breaking waves and remain- 
ing in suspension for a considerable 
time. Injection of a small amount 
of red-tide water by spray into the 
nose causes sneezing and sore throat. 

The cause of the phenomenon is 
new fairly well established, but this 
gives little comfort to the Florida 
resort and fishing industries. The 
outbreaks seem to take place quite 
at random. 

It now seems probable, the report 
says, that an outbreak depends en 
precisely the right mixture of Gulf 
and fresh water at just the right 
temperature. Likelihood of this sit- 
vation may be predicted by the new 
formula which promises to save mil- 
lions for Florida industries, Unfor- 
tunately. for various reasons investi- 
gations have now been halted. 

It probably will be necessary to in- 
clude tidal movements in this formu- 
la before predictions can entirely be 
relied upon. Once the probable time 
of an outbreak is known, says the 
report, it probably will be possible 
to devise methods of poisoning the 
waters to prevent the organism’s ex- 
plosive expansion. 


THE FENYKOVI 
LARGEST LAND ANIMAL 


The Fenykovi elephant, the larg- 
est land animal of the modern world, 
is on display at the Smithsonian 
Institution. The mounted skin of 
this record specimen of the African 
elephant was recently unveiled at 
ceremonies in the Smithsonian’s Na- 
tural History Building. 

Standing 18 feet 2 inches at the 
shoulder and in life weighing an es- 
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timated 12 tons, it is the largest 
elephant ever recorded, exceeding the 
previous champion by at least a foot 
in height. The famous elephant 
Jumbo was fully 20 inches lower at 
the shoulder. 

The collector and donor of the ele- 
phant is Mr. Fenykovi, Hun- 
garian-born engineer and big-game 
hunter, who now lives in Spain. He 
is founder of an electrical arc-weld- 
ing industry and chairman of the 
Board of OMS, the firm that built 
the present American Embassy in 
Madrid. 

Tracks of this enormous animal 
were first discovered by Mr. Feny- 
kovi in 1954 while he was hunting 
rhinoceros in the uninhabited and 
largely unexplored Cuando River re- 
gion of southeastern Angola, the big 
Portuguese colony in southwestern 
Africa. The following year he or- 
ganized a special expedition from his 
hunting lodge at Humpata, and on 
November 13, 1955, finally tracked 
the elephant down and chaptured it.
